Moderate Exercife is of Service* 
nun lias for Upwarus ui twenty years 
occurred to me ; and altho' I have 
been fo fortunate as not to lofe a 
patient under inoculation, except 

B one 
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ROM the time that I entered 
into the practice of medicine, 
and faw the danger to which 
the generality of thole who had the 
{mall-pox in the natural way were 
expofed, I could not but fincerely 
wifhj with every fenuble perlbn of 
the faculty, that Inoculation might 
become general* 

A conliderable mare of employ- 
ment in this branch of my profef- 
fion has for upwards of twenty years 
occurred to me ; and altho' I have 
been fo fortunate as not to lofe a 
patient under inoculation, except 

B one 
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one chile 1 j about fourteen years agbj 
who after the eruption of a feW 
diftintt puftules died of a fever, 
which I efteemed wholly independent 
of the fmall-pox, yet I muft ac- 
knowledge that in fome cafes the* 
fymptoms have coft me not a little 
anxiety for the event. 

Kor have the fubfequent effedU 
of this practice always been fo fa- 
vourable as one could wifh ; and tho 
far from equalling thofe which too 
often follow the natural fmall-pox, 
either in refpeel: to difficulty or num- 
ber j yet they fometimes gave no 
fmall uneafinefs to the operator* 

It cannot Hkewife, it ought not 
to be concealed, that fome of the in- 
oculated have died under this pro- 
cefs, even under the care of very able 
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*nd fxpsrienced praaitioners, But 
thi5 number is fp fmall, that, when 
compared with the mortality at- 
tending the neural fmall-pox, it k 
reduced almoft to a cypher, 

Thefe circumftances, however, 
tended to difcourage the operation 
in fome degree, Praditioners were 
cautious of urging a-procefs, of 
whofe event they could not be cer^ 
tain: and parents, who were fenfible 
enough to obferve, that, though the 
chance was greatly in their favour, 
yet a blank might caft up againft 
Jthem, engaged in it with hefitat;ion, 

Humanity j as well as a wifli to 
promote the honour and advantage 
of the art I profefs, made me ever 
attentive tq the improvement of this, 
part of my employment. Diflatisfled 

E z • with 
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with the common methods, I had 
carefully attended to the circum* 
fiances that Teemed to contribute tq 
the good or ill fuccefs of this prac- 
tice in the courfe of my own bufi- 
nefs, as well as to the beft infor- 
mation I could get of the fuccefs of 
Others, 

Many fafts had induced me to 
think, that regimen, preparation, 
and management would do much : 
that as the difeafe was of an inflam- 
matory kind, a cooling regimen 
muft certainly for the moft part be 
reafonable, Some faint effays were 
jmade to try how far this fentiment 
'might be juft. But thofe who are 
the beft acquainted with the flrft 
japhorifm of Hippocrates, will be 
the firft in juftifying a cautious prcn 

cedure. 
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eedure, where the objed is no le{s 
than the life of an individual, 



In this fituation I firft heard, and 
with the utmoft fatisfadtion, that • 
in fome parts of the nation, a new 
and more fuccefsful method of in- 
oculating was difcovered, than 
had hitherto been practifed. The 
relators gave incredible accounts of 
the fuccefs ; which was the more 
marvellous, as the operators were 
chiefly fuch, as by report could lay 
but little claim to medical erudition. 

Knowing that improvements 
which would do honour to the moft 
elevated human underftandings, are ; 
fometimes ftumbled upon by men ; 
of more confined abiHties ; and that I 
|n medicine, as well as in every 
pther circumftance in life, it is our 

duty 
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duty to avail ourfelves as much as 
I poflible of all difcoveries tending 
j to the common benefit, I embraced 
) every juft opportunity of informing 
/ myfelf of fe#s, circumftances, and 
j events, that either public fame, 
: or more precife relations brought to, 
me. I ufe the term juft opportu- 
nity % becaufe, if I am not nufin- 
formed, endeavours have been ufed, 
^nconfiftent with equity and can- 
dour, to rob thole who are inti^ 
tl§d to our gratitude for affifting 
Us in this important procefs, of 
that fhare of private emolument 
which is their due, let their title to 
the difbovery be ever fo paradoxical, 

I To expofe patients, even in the 
j inoculated fmall-poK, to all weathers^ 
! was a thing unheard of. To per- 
mit them through ifae whole pro-* 
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grefs of the difeafe to go abroad, arid 
follow their ufual vocations, and 
that they fhould neither, fuffer any 
prefent evil, nor experience any dis- 
agreeable confequences, was ftill more 
furpri&ing \ yet an infinite number of 
inftances have confirmed all this j and 
ibme<?f thefe inftances will appear 
in the fequel of this performance. 

The clefign of* this freatiife is to 
bring the practice ftill one ftep 
nearer to perfection, arid leflen the 
ravages of a diftemper, which is 
hot a native of Britain, but, like 
the plaguej has been imported from 
a foreign country, and demands the 
exertion of all the powers we are 
pofiefled of, either to exterminate it 
from amongft us, which perhaps is 
not practicable, or to render it lefs 

unfafe, 



iinlafe, if not whoUy without clii&* 
culty or danger* 

The following directions for tkis 
purpofe, are the relult of an extent 
five practice : and if a ftrorig per- 
fuafion of the truth of what he" 
writes, founded on repeated trials 
and impartial obfervations', fliould 
have led the author to exprefs him- 
(elf in a very fanguine manner, tha 
future experience of others he tfufts 
will be his juftification*

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Of the Age, Constitution, and 
Season of the Year proper for 
Inoculation. 

BEFORE I proceed to defcribe the 
regimen and preparatives, it may not 
be improper to mention what has 
occurred to me in refpedt to the moft fuit- 
able age and conftitution for inoculation ; 
and likewife what feafons feem to be more 
or lefs favourable for the pradtice. 

In regard to age ; where it is left to my 
choice, I decline inoculating children under 
two years old. I know the common prac- 
tice is againft me in this particular ; but my 
reafons for rejecting fuch are founded on ob- 
fervation and experience. I have, indeed, 
lately inoculated many under this age, at 
the prefling intreaties of their parents, and

they have all done well. But it muft be 
confidered, that young children are expofed 
to all the hazards of dentition, fevers, fluxes,, 
convulfions, and other accidents, fufficiently 
difficult in themfelves to manage in fuch 
tender fubjeds, infomuch that fcarce two 
in three of all that are born, live to be two 
years old ; as is demonftrable from the Bills 
of Mortality. 

Befides, convulfive paroxyfms often ac- 
company- the variolous eruptive fever ia 
children ; and though generally looked upon 
in no unfavourable light, as often preceding 
a diftindl kind of fmall-pox, yet they are 
at all times attended with fome degree of 
danger; nay, many, it is well known, have 
expired under them ; while others, who have 
ftruggled through with great difficulty, have 
been fo debilitated, and their faculties fo 
impaired, that the effects have been per- 
ceptible during the remaining part of their 
lives. 

And even admitting the eruption to be 
favourable, and not attended with any fuch 
alarm, yet (hould a larger number of puftules 

than 
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€han ufual appear, or any untoward fymptom 
happen, and require medical help, the un- 
happy fufferer is much too young to be pre- 
vailed on to take unpalatable medicines, or 
fiibmit to other neceflary meafures, by per- 
foafions, menaces, or bribes, I have often 
been prefent at affli&ing fcenes of this na- 
ture ; and have reafon to think that many 
children have died of the fmall-pox in the 
natural way, merely from the impoflibility 
of prevailing upon them to comply with 
what,was proper, in cafes where little or no 
danger was difcoverable, either from the 
number or fpecies of the puftules, the de- 
gree of fever, or any other apparent caufe. 

It muft likewife be taken into confide- 
ration, that young children have ufually a 
larger (hare of puftules from inoculation, 
than thofe who are advanced a little farther 
in life ; and that under this circumftance it. 
is well known many have died ; and the 
proportion of thefe, fo far as I can learn, 
is too great to encourage a continuance in 
the inoculation of young children ; fo that 
it feems moft prudent to wait till this dan- 
gerous period be over, efpepially as its du- 
C z ration 
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ration is fo fhort, that the danger of their 
receiving the fmall-pox therein in the natu- 
ral way is very little ; and it is at this time 
much more eafy to preferve them from it, 
than when they are left more to themfelves, 
and may be more in the way of infe&ion. 
But children above this period may be ino- 
culated more freely ; nor does there appear 
any reafon to exclude healthy adults of any 
age, perfons of feventy having paffed through 
this procefs with the utmoft eafc, and with- 
out occafioning the leaft painful apprehen- 
fion for the event. 

In refpedt to conftitution, greater li- 
berties may be taken than have heretofore 
been judged admiffible : perfons afflifted 
with various chronic complaints, of fcro- 
phulous, fcorbutic, and arthritic habits; 
perfons of unwieldy corpulency, and of 
intemperate and irregular lives, have all 
palTed through this difeafe, with as much 
eafe and fafety*as the moft temperate, 
healthy, and regular. But thofe who la- 
bour under any acute or critical difeafes, or 
their efFefts, are obvioufly unfit and im- 
proper fubje&s, So ljkewife are thofe 

where 
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where there are evident marks of corrofive 
acrimonious humours, or where there is a 
manifeft debility of the whole frame from 
inanition or any other caufe $ all thefe 
ihould be treated in a proper manner pre- 
vious to the introduction of this difeafe. 
Conftitutions difpofed to frequent returns 
of intermittents, feem like wife juftly ex- 
ceptionable ; efpecially as the preparatory 
regimen may in fome habits intreafe this 
tendency. I have known, however, inftances 
of fevere ague fits attacking perfons be- 
tween the infertion of the matter and the 
eruption of the pock, knd even during ma- 
turation ; when the Peruvian bark has been 
given liberally and with fuccefs ; the prin- 
cipal bufinefs, in the mean time, fufFering 
no injury or interruption. 

Among the circumftances generally con- 
fidered as, more or lefs propitious to inocu- 
lation, the feafon of the year has hitherto 
been deemed a matter of fome importance. 
Spring and autumn, for the moft part, have 
been recommended, as being the moft 
temperate feafons; the cold of winter, 

and 
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land the fumpier heats, having been judged 
unfavourable for this procefs. But expe- 
rience does not juftify thefe opinions; for 
according to the beft obfervation I have 
been able to make, inoculated perfons have 
generally had more puftules in fpring than 
at any other time of the year ; and epidemic 
clifeafes being commonly moft frequent in 
autumn, efpecially fluxes, intermittents, 
and ulcerated fore throats (all which are 
liable to mix more or lefs with the fmall- 
pqx) the autumn, upon this account, does 
not feem to be the moft favourable feafon 
in general, 

- My opinion is, that, confidering the fur- 
prizing and indifputable benefits arifingat all 
times to patients in the fmall-pox, from the 
free admiflion of fre(h cool air and evacua- 
tions (which will appear from fome cafes 
hereafter fubjoined) we may fafety inoculate 
in all feafons, provided care be taken to fcreen 
the patients as much as poffible from heat in 
fummer, and to prevent them from keeping 
themfelves too warm, and too muchfliut up, 
as they are naturally difpofed to do, from the 

weather 
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weather in winter. And it is well known, 
that many have been inoculated in the 
depth of winter, and fome during the 
greateft heat in fummer, without fuffering 
any injury or inconvenience from either. 

When feafons, however, are marked 
with any peculiar epidemics, of fuch a kind 
efpecially as may render a mild difeafe 
more untraceable, it may perhaps be moll 
prudent not to inoculate while fuch difeafes 
are prevalent. 

An eminent phyfician of my acquaintance 
in London, at that time in confiderable 
bufinefs, informed me, that in the year 
1756 the fmall-pox were very rife, in the 
fummer of that year efpecially. That in 
moft of them the throat was fo much af- 
fedted, that about the feventh day from the 
eruption, when they ought to have taken 
liquors in abundance, they could not fwal- 
low a drop. The ptyalifm was in the mean 
time copious ; and the kind being for the 
moft part confluent, they died on the tenth 
or eleventh day^ and thofe who funk under 
5 this 
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this diftemper (who were by much the ma- 
jority) all fuffered from this caufe. This 
inftance is only given to (hew the neceflity 
of regarding the general ftate of epidemics 
when we go into this operation; and to 
excite thofe who are friends to this moft 
beneficial difcovery, to ufe every taeans in 
their power to provide againft a fingle in- 
ftance of ill fuccefs. 
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Of the Preparation. 

IN dire&ing the preparatory regimen, I 1 
pripcipally aim at thefe points : to re- 
duce the patient, if in high health, to a 
low and more fecure ftate ; to ftrengthea 
the conftitution, if too low ; to corredt what 
appears vitiated, and to clear the ftomach 
and bowels, as much as may be, from all 
crudities and their effedts. With this view, 
I order fuch of my patients as conftitute 
the firft clafs, and who are by much the 
majority, to live in the following manner : 
to abftain from all animal food, including 
broths, alfo butter and cheefe, and from all 
fermented liquors, excepting fmall beer, 
which is allowed fparingly, and from all 
fjpices, and whatever poifefles a manifeft 
heating quality. The diet is to confift of 
pudding, gruel, fago, milk, rice-milk, fruit 
pyes, greens, roots, and vegetables of all 
the kinds in feafon, prepared or raw. Eg^s, 
though not to be eat aljne, are allowed 
in puddings, aftd butter in pye-cruft; the 
D patients 
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patients are to be careful that they do not 
eat fuch a quantity as to overload their 
ftomachs, even of this kind of food. Tea, 
coffee, or chocolate arc permitted for break - 
faft, to thofe who choofe or are accuftomed 
to them. 

In this manner they are to proceed about 
nine or ten days before the operation ; dur- 
ing which period, at nearly equal diftances*. 
they are directed to take three dofes of the. 
following powder, either made into pills, or 
mixed with a little fyrup or jelly, at bed- 
time, and a dofe of Glauber's fait, dif- 
folved in thin water-gruel, each fucceeding 
morning. 

The powder is compofed of eight grains, 
of calomel, the fame quantity of the com- 
pound powder of crabs claws, and one 
eighth part of a grain of emetic tartar. In- 
ftead of emetic tartar, I have fometimes. 
fubftituted two grains of precipitated ful- 
phur of antimony. In order to faciRjate the 
divifion of the dofes, a large quantity is pre- 
pared at once, and great care taken that 
the mixture is well performed. 

This 
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•ftife quantity is ufually fu&cient for i 
healthy ftrong man ; and the dofe muft be 
leffened for women or children, according 
to their age and ftrengjh, as well as for per- 
Ions advanced in years. 

The firft dofe is commonly ordered at 
the commencement of the courfe $ the fe- 
cond, three or four days after ; and the third, 
about the eighth or ninth day ; and I chufe 
to inoculate the day after the laft dofe has 
been tdken. On the days of purging, broths 
are allowed, and the patients are defired to . 
abftain from unprepared vegetables. 

What has hitherto been faid concerning 
the preparation, muft be corifidered as proper 
only for the young or middle-aged, in a good \ 
ftate of health ; but among thofe who are \ 
defirous of inoculation are often found ten- 
der, delicate, and Weakly women, men of 
bad ftamina, valetudinarians by conftitution, 
by illneft, or intemperance 3 alfo aged perfons 
and children ; and for thefe a very different 
treatment is diredted; a milder courfe of 
medicine, rather of the alterative than pur- 
D 2 gative

gative kind, is here preferable; and in 
many inftances, an indulgence in fome light 
animal food, with a glafs or two of wine 
in cafe of lownefs, is not only allowable, 
but neceflary to fupport a proper degree of 
ltrength, efpecially in advanced age. 

Children whofe bowels are often tender, 
and ought not to be ruffled by ftrong purges^ 
yet require a mild mercurial, and bear it 
well : befides emptying the bowels of cru- 
dities, it is a good fecurity againft worms 
and their effedts, whicfi are fometimes of 
themfelyes perplexing enough, and produce 
very alarming and even fatal diforders. 

Indeed the particular ftate of health of 
every perfon entering upon the preparatory 
/ courfe, fhould be inquired into and confi- 
I dered. Inattention to this has, I am fatif- 
\ fied, done great mifchief, and particularly 
the indifcreet ufe of mercurials, whereby 
a falivation has often been raifed, to the 
rifque of impairing good conftitutions, and 
the ruin of fuch as were previoufly weak 
and infirm. The diftindtions and treat- 
ment 
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ment neceffary, will be obvious to thofe 
who are acquainted with the animal occo- 
nomy and medical practice. 

The time of menftruation has generally 
been the guide in refpedt to the inoculation 
of women ; that the whole of the difeafe 
might be over within the menftrual period. 
This I commonly obferve, when I can 
chufe my time without any inconvenience, 
and inoculate foon after the evacuation 
ceafes ; though I have no reafon to decline 
performing the operation at any time ; as I 
can produce many examples in which no 
inconvenience has arifen, nor any difference 
been obfervable, when this circumftance 
has been difregarded. 

Women with child have likewife been 
inoculated and done well ; yet fome parti- 
cular emergency (hould be pleaded in ex- 
cufe for it in their fituation, as it may 
be attended with fome hazard. I have 
not inoculated any woman whom I knew 
to be pregnant; but fome who conceal- 
ed their pregnancy have been inoculated 
5 by 
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%yy iiie, 'who, I fancy, hoped for an event 
that did not happen, I mean mifcarriages ; 
one of thefe had a child born nine weeks 
after inoculation, at the full time, with 
diftindt marks of the difeafe, though the 
another had very few eruptions. 
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Of Infection. 



TH E manner of communicating this 
diftemper by inoculation in this 
country, has of late been the following : A 
thread is drawn through a ripe puftule, and 
well moiftened with the matter : a piece 
of this thread is infinuated into a fuperficial 
incifion made in one or both arms, near 
the part where iflites are ufually fixed ; this 
thread is covered with a plaifter, and there 
left for a day or two. This is the moft 
ufual way, though others have been pradtifed 
by feveral in the profeflion. 

^ At prefent, very different methods are 
purfued ; two of which, th^t vary in fbme 
refpefts, I have frequently* praftifed, and 
fhall defcribe ; but the following has been: 
fo invariably fuccefsfiil 1 , as to induce me to 
give it the preference. 

The patient to be infedted being in the 
feme houfc, and, if no objection is made to 
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it, in the fame room, with one who has 
the difeafe, a little of the variolous mat- 
ter is taken from the place of infertion, if 
the fubjedt is under inoculation ; or a 
puftule, if in the natural way, on the point 
of a lancet^- fo that both fides of the point 
are moiftened. 

With this lancet an incifion is made in 
that part of the arm where iflues are ufually 
placed, deep enough to pafs through the 
fqarf flun, and juft to touch the fkin itfelf, 
and in length as fhort as poflible, not more 
than one eighth of an inch. 

The little wound being then ftretched 
open between the finger and thumb of the 
operator, the incifion is moiftened with 
the matter, by gently touching it with the 
flat fide of the infedted lancet. This ope- 
ration is generally performed in both arms, 
and fometimes in two places in one arm, 
a- little diftant from each other. For as 
I have not obferved any inconvenience 
from two or three incifions, I fcldom truffc 
to one ; that neither I nor my patient may 
be under any doubt about the fuccefs of 

the 
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the operation from its being performed in 
one place only. 

I have alfo tried the following method, 
with the fame fuccefs as that above de«* 
fcribed, but do not fo well approve of it, 
becaufe I have been credibly informed that 
it has fometimes failed in the pradtice of 
others. A lancet being moiftened with 
the variolous fluid in the fame manner as 
in the other, is gently introduced, in an 
oblique manner, between the fcarf and true 
fkin, and the finger of the operator is ap- 
plied on the point, in order to wipe off the 
infeftion from the lancet, when it is with- 
drawn. In this method, as well as in the 
former, a little blood will fometimes appear; 
but I neither draw blood with defign, nor do 
I think it neceffary to wipe it off . before the 
matter is introduced. 

In both thefe ways of inoculating, neither 
plaifter, bandage, or covering is applied, or 
in any refpedt neceffary. 

E Thefe 
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Thefe methods of producing the difeafe 
fiever once have failed me ; and experience 
has fufficiently proved, that there is no dan- 
ger from additional infection by the natural 
difeafe at the fame time. I therefore make 
no fcruple of having the perfon to be ino- 
culated, and the patient from whom the in- 
fection is to be taken, in the fame room ; 
nor have ever perceived any ill confequences 
attending it- But I advife the inoculated 
patients (though perhaps there is no neceflity 
for that precaution) to be afterwards fepa- 
rated from places of infedtion till certain 
figns of fuccefs appear, when all reftraint 
is removed, there being no danger from ac- 
cumulation. 

It feems to be of no confequence whether 
the infedting matter be taken from the natu- 
ral or inoculated fmall-pox : I have ufed 
both, and never have been able to difcover 
the leaft difference, either in point of cer- 
tainty of infedtion, theprogrefs,or the event; 
and therefore I take the infedtion from either* 
as opportunity offers, or at the option of my 
patients or their friends. 

5 Nor 
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Nor Is it of confequence whether the 
matter be taken before, or at. the crifis of, 
the diftcmper. It is, I believe, generally 
fnppofed, that the fm all- pox is not infec- 
tious till after the matter has acquired a cer- 
tain degree of maturity ; and in the common 
method of inoculation, this is much attended 
to j and when the operation has failed, it has 
commonly been afcribed to the unripenefs 
of the matter. 

But it appears very clearly from the 
prefent practice of inoculation, that fo foon 
as any moifture can be taken from the in- 
fefied part of an inoculated patient, pre- 
vious to the appearance of any puftules, 
and even previous to the eruptive fever, 
this moifture is capable of communicating 
the fmall-pox with the utmoft certainty. I 
have taken a little clear fluid from the ele- 
vated pellicle on the incifed part, even lb 
early as the fourth day after the operation; 
and have at other times ufed matter fully 
digefted at the crifis, with equal fuccefs. 
I chufe, however, in general, to take mat- 
ter for infedtion during the fever of erup- 
E 2 tion, 
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fion, as I fappofe it at that time to have its 
utmoft a&ivity. 

In all cafes, when I take matter from an 
inoculated perfon, it is from the place where 
it was infer ted % as I am always fure to find 
infedtion there if the difeafe fucceeds., and 
always of fufficient energy. 

It may appear ftrange that no bandage, 
dreffing, or application v/hatfoever, is made 
ufe of to the part infedted ; but that the 
moft fimple incifion being made, and rnoi- 
ftened with the fmalleft particle of the re- 
cent fluid matter, the whole is committed to 
nature. This method is however perfectly 
right, becaufe the application of either 
plaifter or unguent, as is the ufual pradtice, 
will occafion an inflammation on fome fkins, 
and in all tend to difguife the natural ap- 
pearance of the incifion, and prevent our 
forming a proper judgment of the progrefeof 
the infedtion ; which will afterwards appear 
to be a matter of much importance. 
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If neither an inoculated patient is at hand, 
nor any one in the neighbourhood has a dif- 
tindt kind of the natural difeafe, a thread 
may be ufed as in the common manner, pro- 
vided the thread be very recently infedfced ; 
but I think it ought to be ufed as foon as 
poffible after being charged with infedting 
matter. 

The following method of introducing the 
difeafe has likewife been found effectual; but 
I have never pra&ifed it myfelf. Dip the 
point of a lancet in variolous matter; let it 
be held in the air till it is dry ; after which 
it may be clofed and kept in the common 
cafe without any further care ; and with 
this prepared lancet raife the fcarf fkin ob- 
liquely, and keep the lancet a little time in 
motion between the two Ikins, that part of 
the matter may be mixed with the animal 
juices ; then withdraw the lancet, and leave 
the incifion uncovered as before. 
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Of the Progress of Infect ton. 

HITHERTO very little regard feems 
to have been paid to the progreis of 
infedtion difcoverable by the part where the 
operation was performed. But it will appear 
m the fequel, that an attention to this cir- 
cumftance is very fteceflary, becaufe a juft 
prognoftic may thence be fometimes formed 
of the future ftatc of the diftemper, and in- 
dications may be taken from the different 
appearances on the arm, that will enable us 
to prevent inconveniencies* 

The former method of covering the place 
of incifion with a plaifter, and continuing 
upon it dreffmgs of one fort or another, pre- 
vented much ufeful information of this kind. 
They prevented any judgment by the touch, 
and fometimes rendered that by the eye 
equivocal. 

The day after the operation is performed, 
though it takes effed:, little alteration is dif- 
coverable. On the fecond day, if the parti 

xicwd 
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viewed with a lens, there generally appears 
a kind of orange- coloured ftain about the 
incifion, and the furrounding fkin feems to 
contradt. At this time I ufually give the 
following medicine at going to bed, either 
mixed with a little of any kind of jelly, or 
more frequently made into a pill. 

Calomel and compound powder of crabs ; 
claws, of each 3 grains, emetic tartar \ 
^ of a grain. j 

A quantity of this medicine fliould be care- 
fully prepared at once, in order to make the 
diviiion more exaft. 

- On the fourth or fifth day, upon apply- 
ing the linger, a hardnefs is to be felt by the 
touch. The patient perceives an itching. on 
the part, which appears flightly inflamed ; and 
under a kind of vcfication is feen a little clear 
fluid ; the part refembling a fuperficial burn. 
About the fixth, raoft commonly fome pain 
and ftiffnefs is felt in the axilla j and this is a 
very pleafing fymptom, as it not only fore- 
tells the near approach of the eruptive fymp- 
toms, but is a fign of a favourable pro- 

grefs 
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grefs of the difeafc. Sometimes on the fe- 
venth, oftener on the eighth day, fymptoms 
of the eruptive fever appear $ fuch as flight 
remitting pains in the head and back, fuc- 
ceeded by tranfient fhiverings and alternate 
heats, which in a greater or lefs degree con- 
tinue till the eruption is perfected. At this 
time alfo it is ufual for the patient to com- 
plain of a very difagreeable tafteinhis mouth, 
the breath is always fetid, and the fmell dif- 
ferent from what I have ever obferved in any 
cafe, except in the variolous eruptive fever* 

The inflammation in the arms at this 
time fpreads faft ; and upon viewing it with 
a good glafs, the incifion, for the moft part, 
appears furrounded with an infinite num- 
ber of fmall confluent puftules, which in- 
creafe in fize and extent as the difeafe ad- 
vances. On the tenth or eleventh day, a 
circular or oval efflorefcence is ufually dis- 
covered, furrounding the incifion, and ex- 
tending fometimes near half round the arm, 
but more frequently to about the fize of a 
(hilling; and being under the cuticle, is 
fmooth to the touch, and not painful. This 
appearance is alfo a very pleafing one ; it ac- 
companies 
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companies eruption ; every difagtteable 
fymptom ceafes ; and at the fame time it 
certainly indicates the whole affair ta be 
over; the pain and ftiffnefs in the axilla 
alfo going off. 

The J feveii(h fymptoms are for the moft 
part fb mild, as feldom to require any me- 
"dicinal affiftance, except a repetition of the 
fame medicine that Was dire&ed on the fe- 
xond night after the operation ; and on the 
following morning this laxative df aught, to 
procure three or four flools i 

Infufiori of fena two ounces, manna half 
an ounce, tindture of jalip two drams. 

Thefe are given as foon as the eruptive 
fymptoms are perceivable, if they f?em to 
Indicate any uncommon degree of vehe- 
mence. 

It has been obferved, that by attending 
to the pfogrefs of infection, we may be ablb 
to prognofticate, with fome degree of cer- 
tainty, the event of the diftemper in gene- 
ral. Particular incidents will ever happen, 

F but 
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but not fufficicnt to deftfoy the propriety 
ef general rules. 

If the appearances already defcribed are 
obferved early, a very favourable event 'is 
implied : but it happens in fome cafes, al- 
though it may be perceived that the ino- 
culation has fucceeded, yet it is barely per- 
ceptible; the colour about the wound re- 
maining pale, inftead of changing to red or 
inflamed ; the edges of the incifion fpread 
but little, they remain flat, fcarcely riling 
at all, and are attended neither with itch- 
ing or uneafinefs of any kind. Nay, fome- 
times on the fifth, and even the fixth day, 
the alteration is fo little, as to make it 
doubtful whether the infedtion has taken 
• place. 

When matters are in thisftate, the appear- 
ance is unfavourable, and implies a late and 
more untoward difeafe : to prevent which, 
I diredt the powdeV or pill to be taken each 
night ; and in cafe it fails to operate by ftool, 
or there is the leaft dilpofition ta coftivenefs, 
an ounce of Glauber's falts, or more com- 
monly , the laxative draught already men- 
tioned, 
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tioned, is given in the morning, once or 
twice, as the cafe may require. This courfe 
forwards the inflammation, which I always 
wifh to fee ; as I have conftantly obferv^d, 
that an early progrefs on the arm, and an 
early commencement of the eruptive com- 
plaints, portend that the difteipper will be 
mild and favourable ; and on the contrary, 
where both arelate, thefymptoms are ufually 
more irregular and untoward* 

Being now arrived at the moil intereft T 
ing period of this diftemper, the eruption, 
a period in which the prefent practice I 
am about to recommend differs effentially 
from the method heretofore in ufe, and on 
the right management of which much de- 
pends, it will be requifite to give clear and 
explicit dire&ions on this head, and < to ad- 
vife their being purfued with firmnefs and 
moderation. 

Inftead of confining the patient to his 
bed, or his room, when the fymptoms of 
the eruptive fever come on, he is directed, 
as foon as the purging medicine has operated, 
to keep abroad in the open air, be it ever fo 

F 2 cold, 
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cold, as much as lie can bear, and to drink 1 
cold water, if thirfty ; always taking care 
not to ftaod ftill, bat to walk about mode- 
rately while abroad. 

This treatment indeed ieems as hard at 
firft to the patients, as it moil appear fin- 
gukr to the reader; but the cfieds are £6 
ialntary, and fo conftantly confirmed by ex- 
perience, and an cafy progrefs through j 
every ftage of the difeafe depends lb much J 
upon it, that I admit of no exception, j 
unlefs the weather be extremely feverc, 
and the conftitution very delicate. And s 
it is indifputably true, that in the few 
inftance§ where the fymptoms of eruption * 
have run very high, the patients dread- 
ing any motion, and fearing the cold 
as the greateft evil, yet, when under » 
thefe, rircuoiftances, I have perfuaded them f 
to rife out of bed, and go out of doors, 
though led fomctimes by two afliftants, 
and have allowed them to drink as much | 
- cold water as they chofe, they have not fuf- 
fered the leaft finifter accident. On the 
contrary, after they have been prevailed on, 
although reluctantly, to comply with thefe 
- * - diredtions, 
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jdireftions, they find their fpirits revived ; aa 
inclination for nourishment returns; they 
reft well ; a gentle fweat fucceeds, accom- 
panied with a favourable eruption ; and the 
fever feems wholly to be extinguifhed. 

In general, the complaints in this ftate are 
very moderate, and attended with fo little 
illnefs, that the patient eats' and fleeps well 
the whole time : a few puftules appear, fome- 
times equally difperfed ; fometimes the in- 
flammations on the arms fpread, and are 
furrounded with a few puftules, which gra- 
dually advance to maturity ; during which 
time, for the moftpart, the eruption proceeds 
kindly, and there is much more difficulty 
to reftrain the patients within due bounds, 
and prevent their mixing with the public, 
and fpreading the infedion (which I always 
endeavour to prevent) tl^ui there was at firft 
to prevail upon them to go abroad. During 
this time medicine is feldom wanted ; the 
cool air fecms the bell cordial ; and if any 
uncommon languor happen^ a bafon of 
fmall broth, or a glafs of wine, is allowed 
in the day, or fome white-wine whey at bed 

time j

time ; which are indeed at anytime allowed 
to tender, aged, or weakly perfons. 

With thefc exceptions, they have hitherto 
been kept very fcrupuloully to the diet at firli 
dire&ed. But after the eruption is com- 
pleated, if occafion requires, they arc in- 
dulged in a little well-boiled meat of the 
lighted kind, as chicken, veal, or mutton. 

The regimen above-mentioned, Ac cool- 
ing alterative purges, and the free ufe of cool 
air at the feafon of eruption, almoft uriver- 
fally prevent either alarming iymptoms, or a 
large crop of puftules. A few I have feen 
with fuch a quantity of puftules, though dil- 
tinft, that I have neither advifed nor allowed 
them to go out of the houfe. But the gene- 
rality of my patients, when the eruptions are 
few, amufe themfelves abroad within proper 
limits, with the puftules out upon them, 

I neither enjoin this, nor maintain that 
it is neccflary $ but have not been able to 
obfervc that any inconvenience has arilca 
from it. And how ftrange foever it may 
appear, it is true, that thofe who are moil 

adventurous, 
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adventurous, feem to be in better Spirits, and 
more free from complaints, than others who 
are inclined to Jceep within doors. And in- 
deed, fuch of my patients as have received 
the benefit of this treatment themfelves, fel- 
dom permit thofe who are in the hardeft 
part of the diftemper, the eruptive, to keep 
jnuch in the houfe ; but encourage them 
to bear a little hardfhip, by recounting to 
them the benefit they have reaped from the 
method they are recommending. 

Thofe who have the difeafe in the flighted: 
manner firft defcribed, viz. without any ap- 
pearance of eruption but on the inoculated 
part, are foon allowed to go about their ufual 
affairs j and many inftances have happened 
of very induftrious poor men, who have in- 
ftantly returned to their daily labour, with a 
caution not to intermix with thofe who have 
not had the diftemper, for fear of lpr^ading it, 
and witfc directions to take two or three times 
of $e purge .already directed, qr as many 
dofes of Glauber's ftlts. Thofe \yho have it 
in a greater degree, are confined fomewhat 
longer ; and a very mild laxative is now- 
and-then exhibited, if there is the leaft dif- 

pofition

pofiuon to coftivenefs ; as the progrcfs to 
maturation appears rather to be advanced 
than retarded by the operation. 

When the maturation is compleated, and 
it is evident we have nothing further to feaf 
from the diftemper, I allow my patients 
gradually to change their courfe of diet, 
from the perfectly cooling kind, to one a 
little more generous; recommending 1 fttidtly 
to all a return to their ordinary animal diet 
with much caution and reftraint upon their 
appetites, both in refpedt to food and fer- 
mented liquors. 

It is not often that we are under a ne- 
ceflity of making' any application to the part 
where the operation was performed : it moft 
commonly heals up, and is covered with a 
fcab, about the time when, in a natural way, 
all the pocks would have been dried' up : but 
there are fome cafes wherein the incifions 
continue to difcharge a purulerit mittet 
longer ; in thefe inftances it is fuffieient to 
cover the place with the white cerate, or 
any other mild emplaftic fubftance,* which 
may at once prevent the linen from adher- 

• ing 
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ulg to the fore, and defend it front the ain 
And as in thefe cafes the part remains un- 
healed from fome peculiar caufe urthe-habit, 
it will be neceffary to give gentle purgatives, 
and proper alteratives', as particular exi- 
gencies may require. 
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ANAMALOUS SYMPTOM^ 

AND 

APPEARANCES, . 

IN the preceding pages I have defcribcd 
the ufual progrefs of the fm&ll-pox 
from the inoculation, There are, however, 
deviations from this courfe, and indeed 
not a few ; fome of the moft material of 
which, as they may embarrafs the inexpe- 
rienced, and create a real difficulty, as well 
as apprehenfions of danger, it feems necef- 
fary to defcribe, and the means that ex- 
perience has fuggefted to remove thefe 
fymptoms, or the doubts refpedting the 
event. 

The firft I fhall take notice of, and which, 
though it very rarely happens, fometimes 
ogives much trouble*, is great licknefs, ac- 
companied with vomiting, coming on during 
the eruptive ftate of the diftemper. For this, 
complaint it is always neceflary in the firft 

place 



pface to clear the ftomach j which may ke 
effedted, either by ordering the patient to 
drink plentifully of warm liquids to pro- 
mote v'omitirig ; or perhaps more properly, 
by 'giving one grain of emetic tartar to an 
adult, mixed with ten grains of compound 
powder of crabs claws, taking care to lef- 
fen the dofe for. very young and weak 
fiibjedts. • 

This ttfually throws off forme biliow 
matter by vomit, fometimes procures ftools, 
or ooq^fions a moderate fweat, and gene- 
rally adminifters relief. If, however, no 
ftools fhould follow from this medicine, 
and the ficfcnefs fhould remain, a gentle 
laxative almoft certainly procures a refpite, 
and the appearance of the eruption removes 
the complaint intirely* 

Another deviation, of ftill more con- 
fequence, which fometimes happens to- 
wards the time of the eruption, and *is 
often, though not always, accompanied 
with great ficknefs, is an eryfipelatous effto- 
Tefcence. This, if it fhews itfelf on the 

G 2 {kin 
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flrih partially, and here and there id patched 
is not very alarming, and foon wears off. 

But fometimes the whole furface of the 
flun is covered with a rafh intimately mired 
with the variolous eruption, and fo much re- 
fembling the moil malignant kind qf conflu- 
ent fmall-pox, aa fcarcely to1>e diftinguifhcd 
from it : and indeed fome cafes of this fort 
have happened, where, being accompanied 
with petechia and livid fpots, I have been 
much alarmed ; not being ahle, by infpec* 
tion only, though affifted by glaffes,' tQ de* 
terminc whether what I faw was an inof- 
fenfive raflv or tokens of the greateft ma^ 
Jigaity. Ve«y ftri£ attention, however, has 
enabled me to diftinguifh the difference 
clearly ; and the following obfervation& will, 
I hope, tend to relieve other* from the 
anxiety they would feel upon fuch an ap- 
pearance. 

The real and eflential difference then 
is to be gatheied from the concomitant 
fymptoms. In the eryfipelatous or vario- 
lous jrafhj there is not much few, 

nor 
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iSji nor is the refWeflhefs* or pain of thp head . 
reanc car loins, fo confiderable ; neither is th^re 
that general proftration of ftrepgth, which 
facet are almoft never-failing atteiidantp on a 
itcjyt confluent fin»ll-pox, efpecially when ac- 
owe companied with fuch putrid appearances. . 
I of ci Befides, upon a careful examination, there 
ffiop may fametimes be difcerned a few diftinft 
if i puftules, larger than the reft, mixed with 
romp the raftv which are indeed the real fmaH- 
but! pox. In thefs cafes- the patients ace or-, 
bjia deced to refrain from cold' water* ..or any 
fot thing cold, # ai*d to keep within doors, but 
aii not to go to'hed. If any ficknefi yet re- 
jatcti mains, a little white-wine whey, or other 
re*, moderate cordial, is advifed : and this me*- 
dub thod has hitherto been fo fuccefeful, as to^ 
flsi prevent any alarming complaint. After, 
jjcj; two or three days, the Ikin from a florid 
jj t changes to ar dufky* colour^ a few di&in& 
puftules remam, and advance ptoperly to* 
maturation, without any further trot*- 
ice , bit enfuing from this formidable appear- 
ed «* e /

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This rafh has been often miftakeri for 
the confluence it (o nearly refembles, and 
has afforded occafion for fome pradtitioners, 
either ignorantly or difingenuoully, to pre- 
tend, that after a very copious eruption of 
the confluent pox, they can by a: fpecific 
medicine difcharge the major park of the 
puftules, leavingj.only as many diftindt ones 
as may fatisfy the patient that he has the 
difeafe. -Such pretenfions have certainly been 
made $ and the patient, who has beep de- 
ceived in this qaanner> has contributed "to 

* fpread reports untrue as to thefaft, and pro- 
. bably prejudicial to the health of othets, wha 

in like circumftances h&ve £een lent abroad, 
and other cctol pieans purfued, by which ,

I mull alfo obferve here, that rafhes of 
the kind I have defcribed frequently hap- 
pen during the preparation (whether owifl£ 
to the regimen, or medicine, or both, I can- 
not fay) and caufe the operation to be poft* 
poned : but I have pbferved, that ip fuch 

cafe* 
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* cafes they afe apt to return at the time, of' 
the eruption of the fmalt-pox. 

In general, # as has been already faid, the 

* fymptoms , which precede eruption com- 
mence at the end of the feventh or in the 
eighth day inclufive from the operation;, 
but it often happens that tl^ey appear much 
iboner, and ,fometfthes^ much later, thap 
the time sfbove-mentioried. For inftance, 
I haye feen fome cafes' wherein the difeafe' 
has happened fo fudderily after infedtion, and 
withfoiittfecomplaint or uneafinefs*, that the 
whole affair has been terminated, purges 
taken, and the patient returned home per-* 
.fedtly well' in a week's time; before others, 
inoculated at the fame time, from the fame ' 
patient, and under the fame circumftafices, 

* have begun to complain/ , 

* « • 

In this cafe the inoculated pdrt fhews 

early certain marks of infedfcion, fometimes 

on the very next day, or the day after, when 

the incifion will often appear confiderably 

inflamed and elevated. The patient about 

this time frequently makes fome of the fol- 
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lowing complaints, viz.' chillinefs, itching^ 
and fmail pricking pains in the part, and 
fometimes on the (houlder, giddinefs/drow- 
linefs, and a flight head-ach, fometimes 
attended with a feverifli heat,' but often 
Svitliout any : the account they. themfelves 
give of their feelings, is in fome, as if they 
had drank too/much^and in others, as" if 
they had caught a cold. Thefecamplaints 
m fcldom laft twenty-four hours, often not fo 
long, and with frequent* remiffions, and 
never, that I remember, rife to a degree that 
requires cpnfinement. The inflammation on 
the arm at the time of the complsfints ad- 
vances apace, 4 and feels .hard to the touch > 
but upon their wearing off, the inflamed 
appearances gradually, letfen, and the part 
dries to a common fmall fcab ;' the fkift 
that was before red, turns livid, and th& 
party is. quite well, and nothing more 
heard of the diftemper *. In fome in- 
ftances thefe fymptoms attack much later ; 
even on the feventh or eighth day,' when an 
eruption might be expedled in confequence

of 
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of them, yet none appears; but the anji 
gets well very foon, and the difeafe is at 
an end. • 

Ip this irregular fort of the diforder 
there have, however, been fome examples 
where a few s eruptions have appeared, and 
probably in confequence* of the inocula- 
tion ; yet the pulhlles have not looked like 
the true pocks, nor maturated like them, 
nor lafted longer than three days ; about 
-which time they, for the moft part, have 
dried away. 

As I fincj it difficult to defcribe the 
variety and irregularity of fymptoms that 
occur in this ftiort way of having the dis- 
temper, I will give fome cafes, by way of 
illuftrating the matter more to the reader's 
fatisfaftion. 

' When fubjeds of this fort firft occur- 
red in my pra&ice, I was in doubt whe- 
ther they were quite fecure from any fu- 
ture attacks of the diftemper ; and in or- 
der to try whether they were fd or not, I 
H inoculated 
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Inoculated them a fecond time, and caufed 
them tp aflbciate with perfons in every ftage 
of the difeafe, and to try all other qieans 
of catching the infedtion ; and this method 
Jias been pra€tifed with the generality of 
iuch patients ever fiace, yet without a fingle 
jnftance of its producing any diforder ; fo 
that I now make no fcruple of pronouncing 
them perfedtly fafe : and experience has 
enabled me* for the moft part, to foretell, 
in two or three days after tlje operation, 
when the difeafe will pafs in this flight 
manner. ~ 

Upon the fecojid inocuJation> however, 
\hc ihcifed parts are commonly inflamed for 
ji day or jtwo, juft in the fame manner as | 
have, in numerous' jnftances, found them 
to be as well in thofe who, though cer- 
tain of having had thefmall-pox in the na- 
tural way, have fubmitted to bp inoculated 
merely for- the experiment fyke, that th$ 
jefult might be obfpryed, as in others f whoj 
being doubtful whether they have Jiad if 
f>r rtot, hive been inoculated* in or4ey to 
i?e fa£sfied, , Btft ifl alj fuch qofps thepa?t$ 
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lobh bedimc Well ; nor did any of tho& 
appearances which have been defcribed as 
the eonftant attendants on inoculation, a» 
jpain in the head> giddinefs, marks of in- 
feftion in the arm* &c< enfue ; nor can they 
ever be produced upon a perfon who has 
had the fmall-^pox before, fcither in the na- 
tural way or by inoculation ; and therefore 
it cannot with reafon be fuggefted, that the 
patients, whom I fuppofe to get through ths 
difeafe in the very flight manner above de- 
scribed, may poflibly have had the fmall* 
pox unobferved in fome former part of their 
lives. 

Another Irregularity deferring notice hert* 
is, that fometimes, upon the abatement of 
the fever and other iymptoms, after the 
appearance of feveral puftules, and when 
the eruptive ftage of the difeafe feems com- 
pleted, it neverthelefs happens that frefh 
eruptions come out, and continue doing fo 
daily, for 4, 5, or even 6 days fucceflively ; 
preceded fometimes by a flight pain in the 
head, though more frequently they appear 
without any new difturbance. Thefe are 
generally few in number, {hort-liv'd, and 
* H 2 feldom

feldbm come to maturity. But I ha/e fee* 
four cafes, in each of which, after a cef- 
fation of complaints, and an appearance of 
few puftules, the eruptive ftage of the dif- 
eafe was thought to be over, yet in two or 
three days a frefti fit of fever has attacked 
the patients, and after a-fhort illnefs a quan- 
tity of new puftules has broke out, far ex- 
ceeding the firft number, and thefe re- 
gained, and maturated completely. In- 
ftances of this kind may be found among the 
cafes annexed *. 

Some of my own patients, and, as I am 
credibly informed, of other inoculators in 
this way, have had confiderable eruptions 
of this kind after they returned home; 
which have probably given occafion for the 
reports of feveral having had the difeafe 
again in the natural way after inoculation. 
But that thefe reports are ill-grounded, 
will appear from this obfervation, to wit, 
that in all the cafes of this fort which have 
occurred in my own practice, or, as far as 
I can learn, in that of others, the fecond 
or latter crop of puftules has always hap-

pened 
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pened within the time ufually allowed for 
the prqgrefs of the fmall-pox from* inocula- , 
tion, and before the inflammation on the 
arm h*s ceafed, and fooner than they could 
be fuppofed to be produced by infedtion 
taken in the natural way $ and whenever it 
has happened, it has been to perfons in 
whom, after a flight eruption, and abate- 
ment of fymptoms, the difeafe has prema- 
turely been judged to be quite over, and 
they have therefore been permitted to re- 
turn to their families. 

It will doubtlefs be afked, how cafes of 
this kind fhould ever happen among thofs 
who return home as cured ? To which I 
anfwer, That. it is no unufual thing for in- 
duftrious men, after a flight ferupfion, and 
ceflfation of all complaints, to afk leave to 
return home to their occupations and fa- 
milies ; and where it has been thought that 
no danger would accrue to others, their 
requeft has been often granted ; for the 
phyfician no more than the patient can 
fbrefee when thefe accidents (hall follow ; 
but it may be obferved here, that in all 
thefe cafes of my own knowledge, very re- 
pellent 



pellcrit methods have been ufed in the f>e* 
ginning; and a more generous diet, of 
greater exercifc afterwards, has facmod to 
contribute to this fecondary eruption. 

Before I conclude this chapter, it may bt 
proper to obferve, that inoctjattd pptientsj 
in fome ftage or other of the difeafe, may 
poflibly be attacked withdifeafes altogether 
fadependant of the fmall-pox* fuch, for 
inftance, as may arife from worms, or bo 
the epidemick of the feafcn, or fuch, as the 
patient may by cpnftitution be fubje<5t to; 
and fome cafes of this fort will \?t found 
among thofe annexed *.

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Consequences- of this Method of 
.Inoculation. 

I Shall now confider the confequences that 
follow this very cool and repelling me^, 
thod, and how far the patient's future ftate 
of health may be affected by a pra&ice fo 
: jiew, gnd oppofite to aJJ eftablifhed theory. 

I need not &y how much it has been 
thought right, irx n^oft or all eruptive 
complaints, especially in the fmall-pox, to 
forward, by gvery gentle means, the efforts 
of nature in producing an eruption : and on 
the contrary, how dangerous to check it, 
either by cold air, cold drink, or any cons- 
iderable evacuations; or that the ufe of 
warm diluent* therefore, and the lying in 
bed, efpfcially if the fever and fymptoms 
run high, or fltleaft confining to the houfe, 
have been generally approved and reconw 
mended for; the purpofe. But when a prac-

cxpe&ed that were fuppofed to be the un- 
avoidable confequences of it. 

Experience, however, and inftances offo 
many thoufarjds fucceeding by this method, 
without any confiderable bad effe&s from it, 
either immediate or remote, are irrefiftible 
arguments for its fupport and juftification, 
and the beft proof of its utility and fafety. 
I have faid, without any confiderable bad 
efFetts ; for in reality I have feen none that 
deferve that name, if compared with what 
fometimes follow the natural fmall-pox, or 
frequently happen after the old method of 
inoculation. 

. Every one who has had any fhare in this 
pradtke according to the common or old 
methods, will allow, that after pafling 
through the difeafe in a very favourable 
manner, their patients (children efpecially) 
were frequently liable to abfeeffes in the 
axilla and other parts, tedious ophthalmies, 
and troublefome ulcerations in the place 
of infertipn ; which though they could not 
be forefeen or prevented, yet frequently 
gave more pain and vexation to the- pa- 
tients, 
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tietttsi and trouble to thte operator, thaa 
die dHeafe itfelf had done : whfcreas orf 
inquiry into the fete of thofe who havg 
been treated in the cbal way, dr thifc neW 
metfood, I can fky, that in rtiofe than 1 500 
tiifert h&s btei^ drfiy otic who has 'had fo ; 
ihueh as a boil in : tfie axiHa j and that was* 
frr & child who. Kad : an iflue in the farfie 
arm, and which* was at that time dried 1 
Up} and I haveorily feeri twd Very fmatl* 
fuperficial boils in others near the place of* 
infertion; and: thefe feemed* rather to be* 
occafidned by an* irritation frorti tHe difc 
diafge, than from any other caufe, and 
were all foon healed with very little troublfe. 

Iti 'a 1 Few inftanceS alio thertf has been V 
flough in the incifed part, which * has 
made a fore of fliort duration j but not one 
inftance of an ultef of any continuance. 
Such" little breakings" dut too, and'fcabs, 
as are frequently known 'to fufcceed the 
friild natural finall-pox, fometimes, though 
rarely, happen to thofe inoculated this* way ; 
ahd as they are of 'the' fame little confe- 
rence, are generally cured by the fame 
method of a few gentle purges, 

j With 
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With regard to ophthalmies from this 
j^ind of pra&ice, I have never had .an ex* 
ample of one truly defcrving that pame; 
the coats of the eye have fyeen a little in? 
flamed in a very few, but they fopn became 
clear, without any means ufed for that purf 
pofe. And I know but two cafes where J 
thought the inflammation great enough $ 
require bleeding, and not one where a Wit- 
ter was neceffary. So that thefe com- 
plaints, heretofore fo frequent and grievous, 
feem by this new methpd to be much re- 
duced : a cireumftance which, if it docs 
npt amount to a proof, admits at leafi of a 
fair conje&ure, that the ftate of health is 
better here, than where thofe remains of 
putridity ?ire fo evidently exiftipg in tjie 
habit. 

Pifcoyeries in phyfic f a? ip every other 
fcience, are in their infancy liable to cen- 
fure and oppofition; and as the prefent 
fyftem of inoculation is of fo extraordinary 
a kind, it would not be ftrange if a greater 
portion of both than u(ual fhould fall to it§ 
fhare. Accordingly, fince no charge of fa- 
tality during the difeafe, ndr inftances of 
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effe<$s foon after the recovery, can 
^Toduced, recou'rfe has been had to 1 othti 
pitafures to calumniate and (Jiferedil $hcj 
£ra6tiee. If Would he* tedipyg to enter : info 
I detail of the many falfe and ridiculous re^f 
ports that have been fpread againfl: it. In

Buf it feepft as if thefe oppofers e^pefted 
lihal: inoculation flipuld not only free the in-' 
oculated from the finall-pox r and ajty early 
bad effects, but muft preferve them too from 
dl other diforders through the reft of their 
Jivep. To fiiph I can fay nothing ; but if 
I * other* 
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Others who are more reafonable require 
further fatisfafltion as to the confequences 
pf thi6 methpdt I muft defire them to make 
inquiry of thofe who have been inoculated 
under »*y <tfrsfti<W* 

Anothpr charge againft this method of in- 
oculation is, that fome have had the difteojr 
per afterwards in the natural way. What 
| have faid under the head of apon>alous 
fmall-po3p r will I belipw fufficiently ac- 
count, for the Appearances which haye op~ 
calioned tliefe jalfe rppprts; anfl if that 
4oes not fati§fy, I <:an on|x add this ppiSitive 
declaratipp* that nothing of tfce, kind has 
ever happened tp apy patient inoculated bj[ 
nje i and I firmly believe, no one has 
cyer had, or can have, the diftemper a fe^ 
sond&ne, titbprin fhfi*#ural way or tea 
inoculation. 
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The Evfifivrs of tKis Treatment 
-applied to the natural SMAit^Fca*; 

TH E my great relief wwch^fpw j 
under, inoculation, experiefice from \ 
frefhair, cdld water, and evacuation* by \ 
ftool, during tbe fever preceding erup- * 
tion, ,fdon determined me to nuke trial 
hour far the like treatment might be fdeful 
tp thofc who might be feized with the 
fmall-pox in the natural way; more es- 
pecially in fuch cafes, where* from the vio- 
lence of the fymptoms, a confluent kiad 
was juftly to be apprehended. 

But opportunities of making experiment* 
of this fort in a fatisfadfrory manner are rare. 
Firft, becaufe a phyfician, or even wirw *» 
afliflance of any kind, is not often caBed m 
till the eruption {hews itfelf ; when k»too 
late to expof* all the good eflecte tkatw^* 
be hoped for from an earlier trial of tin* « 3C ~ 
thod ; an<J fecondly, became the firft 
•f the fmall-pox is lb mnefc £ke -Ac 
ginning pf fprne other fever* a* »<* *^ 
be (Jiftinguithed > thoog^ a dffijgem ***^" 
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iion to the fypiptoms, \vill generally, if we 
are called iti time, enible us to form » 
pretty certain prognoftic. For if the afc 
tack of the cold fit be pretty fevere, and die 
fbbfequcnt fever tfnufually high ; if a naufea 
and vomiting fuocded, together with great 
pains in the head, back, and loins, efpe* 
cially the laft j if a delirium, great reftleff- 
Aefs, difagreeable tafte in the month, and 
a peculiar foetid fmell in the breath, or even 
if fevefal of thefe fymptoms are obferved* 
the finall-pox may with great reafon be ex* 
pedted $ and if upon inquiry, which fhould 
always be made, it appears that the pa* 
tient has been in the way of infe&ion, there 
will be little reafon to doubt of it, 

f t may be obje&ed, that notwithstanding 
the clofeft attention and inquiry, fymptoms 
of the like nature may precede fevers of 
pther kinds - r to which I anfwej-, tjiat feme 
fiich cafes, though few, have happened y and 
the treatment I am about to recommend ha$ 
been pra&ifed not only without prejudice to 
the patient, bnt jnanifeftfy to his benefit. 

But waving for the prefent all 1 confide- 
rations refpe<£ing the treatment of fevers hi 

general 
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general, I fhall only relate what has 6cfcurre4 
nje in refpedt to the fliiural finall-pox> 

In feveral infrances where i hfive beei> 
Concerned, and where the fymptoms and 
other concurring circumftances induced me 
to think the fmall-pox was at hand, I have 
.diredted the like management as 1 recom^ 
inend to inoculated patients 

I havfe been called alfo to others at the 
time of eruption, where fome puftules hav- 
ing already appeared, made the matter clear; 
and in every cafe of this kind, I have en- 
deavoured to get die fick perfon into the 
jopeh air, have generally given the mercurial 
arid antimonial pill, and dire&ed a laxa- 
tive to be takeii fome hbUfs after it, in 
prder to procure three or four ftools ; and 
this method I have more particularly en- 
j6ined, and fometimes repeated where tW 
kind has appeared to be bad, and where 
little or no relief has been found from the 
partial eruption ; the fymptoms continuing 
to be fuch as portended great danger. I 
have followed the fame method during every

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|>art:af the eruptive fever, intending tfaeit- 
by to abate its violence, to check the erfcp* 
tion, and prevent the conflux, and confe- 
quently the danger *. 

The fucceft attending this pfadUce has 
hitherto exceeded my expectations ; though 
)t muft be confefled, that as the fymptoms 
run much higher in the natural, than 
they are found to dp in the inoculated 
difeafe, thfe relief has not been fo confider- 
able ; and I have found it extremely diffi- 
cult to perfuade fuch whofe complaints 
have been very fevere, to quit their beds, 
And attempt to go abroad ; indeed the ex- 
ceeding feeble flate theyr are fometimes in, 
fufficiently fhews that great refolution is 
requifite to put this in pr^dtice. 

r Anpng thofe who have been treated in 
this manner under my* own care and in*- 
fpp&ion, not one has died* and the num- 
ber amounts to about 40.. Some of thg 
moft . remarkable cafes will be fubjoined,

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Which WiH more fatisfa&orily explain the 
practice, and demonftrate its fucceia. 

The immediate fenfible effe&s of going 
Into the open air, are a very great abate* 
ment of heat upon the whole furfaeeof the 
fkin, which though but juft before intenfeJy 
hot, generally in a ftiort time feels not much 
wanner than that of a perfon in health. 
The pulfc from being very ftrortg* full, and 
quick* becomes lefs hard and full, but con* 
tinues quick* and I have fometimes ob* 
ferved it to' intermit ; which, however 
alarming it may feem, is not a dangerous 
fymptom* 

The pain in the head is always relieved, 
but that in the hack and loins does not 
abate in proportion ; and although it coftsno 
little pain and trouble to perfill in moving 
abroad under fuch circumftances, attended 
for the moft part with great lafTitude, yet 
the patients are fenfible of the benefits they 
receive : and entertaining a good opinion of 
the ufefulnefs of the practice, commonly 
K behave

behave~with great refolution ; and what is 
very encouraging, in general think them* 
felves fironger. 

Upon going within doors to reft them- 
felves, the pain in the head grows worfe, 
but is again relieved fo foon as they return 
, into the air. 

The effe&s of the medicines are ufually 
thefe ; 

If there has been much ficknefs at fto- 
mach, a vomiting frequently happens foon 
after the pill : this the patients (hould pro- 
mote by drinking plentifully of fome warm 
diluents ; and till the fatigue occafioned by 
it is over, they certainly ought not to go 
abroad. 

By this operation, and the ftools which 
fucceed, the feverifh and internal heat, 
thirft, ficknefs, and pains, are for the moil 
part confiderably abated. The patients 
commonly complain of being very low and 
faint after thcfe evacuations j but the motf 

urgent 
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urgent fymptoms being alleviated thereby, a 
difyoiition to receive nourifhment hourly in- 
creases, They are then allowed to drink 
thin mwtton or chicken broth, milk pottage, 
or tea, as the moft grateful and refrefliing 
Cordial fuftenance they can take. Sleep like- 
wife now moft commonly comes on ipon^ 
taneoufly. But they are only permitted to 
enjoy this refrelhment by day upon the bed ; 
for I always diffuade them from going into 
U till night. 

From the foregoing account it appears, 
that the fever preceding eruption, and the 
moft grievous fymptoms accompanying it, 
are often greatly mitigated by this prac- 
tice; and I will here add, that the eruption 
is moft certainly retarded, that is, it does 
not appear fo foon after the attack of the 
difeafe, nor come out fo precipitately when 
it has begun to appear, as it feemed likely 
to have done if the natural progrefs had not 
been interrupted; an efFedt, which, how- 
ever dangerous it may have been thought, 
maybe produced with theutmoft fafety,and 
clearly fliews the utility of the pra&ice. 

K 2 Fo? 
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for it is evident from experience, that the 
later the eruption fhews itfelf after the be* 
ginning of the difeafe, and the flower i| 
comes out, the mpre piild and favourable 
the fubfequent diforder, AM I a P cl Slf 
opinion, that the eruptipn \s not only re-? 
tarded and protra&ed ^by this methpd, but 
Jikewife that it is in fame degree reprefled $ 
having had ftrong reafons tp apprehend 
feveral inftances, that the number of pufi 
tules which appeared at firft, were by fuch 
repreffion actually diminiftied ; and thofe 
that remained feemed larger, aiyiof a oyldcp 
£ind. . . 

What has hitherto been faid on the fub- 
je<ft, relates only to the difeafp in its erup- 
tive flate, which is certainly a very intereft- 
ing period i but that which follows is not 
lefs fb, though not always attended to fei 
much as it deferves ; for when the eruption 
\s eompfcated, the fymptpms abate, thepa^- 
tients feem relieved, and often to fuch a 
degree, tha$ both they, and their a^te$d? 
ants, flatter themfelves with hopes $£ a 
happy event, and think it unneceffary tft 

apply 
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jyiply for any medical affiftance j yet with 
fjl tbefe hopeful appearances, the number 
and kind of the fqialUpox are frequently 
fuch, as would make a judicious practitioner 
jpprehenfive of mufh danger in thp fubfe-? 
guent ftages, 

And where the practitioners themfelves 
,»ay fee reafon to doubt of the event, yet few 
pr none of them have attempted, I believe, 
to do much towards preventing the danger* 
for, qnlcfs fpme preffing fymptoms call for 
immediate relief, it is the general prafticeto 
^vait till maturation comes on, and brings 
fvith it ftich a train pf dreadful complaints, 
as are more than enough to employ, and too 
pfteo ba^He, the b?ft abilities. 

la this negle&ed interval, from the erup- 
tion being compleated, to the acceffion of 
the fever of maturation, and its concomi- 
tants (an interval which in point of duration 
\s very different in different conftitutions 
find k^nds of fmall-pox) j I will venture in 
general to recommend the fame mercurial 
. $ntfnjonial medicine a,s was prefcribed in 

the 
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the eruptive fever, to be repeated at proper 
intervals, till the maturation advances ; at 
which time it mull certainly be difconti- 
hued : and thefe circumftances can be regu- 
lated only by thofe who attend, according to 
the urgency of the fymptoms, and the ftrength 
of the patients: a cupful of the following 
apozem fhould,if nccellary,benow-and-then 
taken after the mercurial medicine, often 
enough to procure three or four ftools a da^ 
efpecially if the patient is coftive. 

Take cream of tartar, two drachms; of 
manna, one ounce; diflblve them in one 
qyart of barley water^ or the pe&oral 

' drink* 

How far it may be. fafe or advifable for 
the patients to venture out into, the open air 
during this ftage of the difeafe, I will not 
yet pretend to iky; but they will certainly 
be both refreshed and invigorated, by being 
kept out of bed as much as they can bear, 
without being overfatigucd ; and by frefli 
air let in fometimes through an open wiui 
dow. 

2 to 
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As the viplence of the eruptive fever with 
its attendant complaints muft neceflarily 
exhauft the ftrength and fpirits, both (hpuld 
in this interval be recruited, by as much 
proper nouriftiment (fuch as has been men-* 
tioned in the former part of this chapter) 
as can be taken down without offending 
the ftomach ; and alfo if occafion requires, 
with medicines of a cordial and anodyne 
quality ; for this is the time to recover as 
much ftrength as poffible, in order to be 
better able to encounter and bear the pain 
and fever, which will moft certainly hap- 
pen, as the ftate of maturation advances. 

Medicines, except what have been already 
mentioned, feem at this time unneceflary ; 
and they would interfere with, and prevent 
the true relifti for, food. 

But for the beft method of treating the 
fmall-pox in its moft dangerous ftage, I 
mean that of maturation, I muft refer to 
the feveral learned and eminent pradtition- 
crs who have profefledly written upon the 
fubjedt, whofe opinions and practice I nei- 
ther pretend to corredt or amend. I (hall 

however 
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however take the liberty to recommend om 
medicine to be ufed in that ftage of the dif» 
eafe, which I have found to abate heat, and 
allay thirft, in fuch a manner as to afford a 
very pleafing refreshment. 

Take of the weak fpirit of vitriol one part, 
of the fweet fpirit of vitriol two parts j 
mix. Of this the quantity of half an 
ounce may be added to a quart, on perhaps 
three pints* of barley water> or the pe£b* 
ral drink, or any other diluent* and to be 
drank of at pleafure* 

I have at prefent nothing farther to re- 
commend ; but what has been faid will I 
prefume be fufficient with the cafes an- 
nexed (in which the method will be more 
plainly defcribed) to juftify further trials of 
the cooling, repelling, and evacuating prac- 
tice in the beginning at leaft of the natu- 
ral fmall-pox, till the eruption is compkafr 
ed, efpecially where the phyficka has an 
opportunity of making the. trial before tte 
eruption appearsr, and can be pretty certain, 
or has good reafon to conclude, that his 

patient 
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patient's diforder is variolous. And the more 
violent the fymptoms are in this ftage of 
the difeafe, the iAore we fhould be induced 
to employ the means which have been 
attended with fo much fuccefs, in the fame 
ftage of the difeafe after inoculation. 

But it may be afked, if I was called to a 
patient in a bad confluent fmall-pox, and 
finding th? eruption completed, whether 
in fuch ^ cafe I {hould venture to give and 
continue th? ufe of the alterative and 
purgative medicine, and . advife the patient 
to go out, if he can bear it, into the open 
air, in cold weather, or dire# air to b,elet 
in through a window even while the mer- 
curial purge may be operating ? 

Before I give a diredt anfwer to this ques- 
tion, let me firft aflt the moft experienced 
pradlitioner, whether he knows any method 
of cure which may in bad cafes be fafely 
relied on, to avert the impending danger, 
and fave his patients ? The too well known 
fatality pf all kinds of fmall-pox, very 
fjearly proves that he does not, and that no 

X, fuch 
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foch mttbod has vet been J K LumaL Asi 
if dus be tfe ca^c, fbrefy 2 bold, 2nd etc 
fcgan fcos p o&ce, g vq^ ju fbfiaM c tuvi/nL 
toy fbch anfaappy patients, who Ec as it j 
were under fenrence of 2 cruel death, net j 
lo be prevented by what are called die re- } 
gular and afbai methods. Bat ftiH it may j 
Be urged, that no impending danger, bow- ( 
ever great, can CiSdently juftify the trial j 
of any hazardous experiment, unlefi dip- j 
ported by jbme degree of reafbn or cx- 
perience. Happy, indeed, it is, when we 
have thefe two guides before us ; but when 
they are (epatated, die latter is certainly 
moft to be relied on, and her I have endea- 
voured hitherto to follow. 

For in the practice of inoculation expe- 
rience has taught me, that after as well as 
before the eruption, perfbns may fafely 
take mercurial purges, and go out during 
their operation (though I have feldom $dvife(j 
any to do fo) into. the cold air, in inclement 
weather, without fuffering the leaft harm 
or fubfequent ill confequence from it. And j 
this experience I was led, though with

t WQtdd not howevpr, be undcarftpiod to 
jfeptertain fo.good &a opinion *o£ this method, 
as loinfinuate that it will fave^ali who have 
the bad, coniitoeat kind ; too ma»y of thefe 
ace incurable f but I am not wifjiout hopes, 
that it may give a chance of recovery, hi- 
therto untried, to n\any j and even if this 
alterative and evacuating courfe in the earl/ 
part of the difcaic ibould not fucceed, ib 
as to avert the approaching danger, I think 
there is great reafon to fuppofe that nourifh- 
L 2 ment, 
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ttient, cordials, and opiates, which may be 
wanted in the ftatc of maturation, will be 
adminiftered with more advaritage and fecu- 
rity after it, than if that method had not 
been previoufly taken. 

It feems neceffary, however, to declare, 
that nothing which has been faid is meantto 
relate to practice in the bleeding or purple 
fmall-pox ; though very cold repellent me- 
thods may perhaps deferve to be tried in 
thefe hitherto fatal cafes, provided it can be 
done early ; but the mercurial evacuating 
courfe feems quite improper. 

Upon the whole, what has been faidoi 
the natural fmall-pox, muft wait the award 
of time and experience, the only tefts of 
the utility of any pradice ; for I have lived 
long enough to have feen feveral inftances 
where very ingenious and well-meaning 
men have been greatly miftaken, by, relying 
too much on the firft impreflions made by 
a few fuccefsful experiments. 
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CONCLUSION. 

BEFORE I difmifi the fubje<a, it may 
not be improper to give fome account 
of the motives that induced me to adopt 
-this method. 

During the courfe of many years pra&ice 
of inoculating in the former ufual method, 
I generally committed to writing the moft 
remarkable occurrences, to have recourfe 
to. Among thefe, I had recorded fome 
cafes, which proved that thofe who had 
fufFered moft, were, in general, fuch as 
had been kept warnl, and nurfed with the 
greateft tendernefs and care. Thefe fadts 
difpofed me to think favourably of a cooler 
manner of treating the difeafe, and made me 
attentive to the reports, of fuch a method 
having been pra&ifed in fome parts of this 
country with great fuccefs, though too ex- 
travagant at firft to deferve credit.

*The reports, however, of thispra&ite ftill 
gained ground ; and, upon the ftri£teft en* 
quiry, I found they were for the moil part 
true* and that fuch who were treated in this 
way, pafled through the diftemper in a more 
•favourable manner than my own patients, 
or thofc of the moft able pra&itioners in 
the old method pf inoculation; alfo, that 
the inoculators in this new way enjoined a 
fhidter regimen, a§ to diet, than I had hi- 
therto thought necefTary ; and that they 
frequently brought their uninfected patients 
into the prefencc of thofc who had the 
difeafe* and inoculated them immediately 
with fluid matter, taken on the point of a 
Janqet w$ by a very flight puncture or 
incifion; applying no drefiing or covering 
afterwards. 

This way of performing the operation 
plpafed me, as far as rqlatqd to theilight- 
nefs of the incifion, and die jjfe of frefh 
matter; for I had (in common witk other 
inoculators) fometii^es faijed of infixing, 
by ^fijag a thread that j^ajl been kept too long 
in a phial : but the c^cumftance .of bring- 
ing 
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fng the per&ii to be inoculated Into the 
prefehce of one Who had the fmall-por 
feemed hazardous, left there might be an 
accumulation of infection. 

All doubts, however, were at laft removed 
by the authenticated accounts that Ireceived 
pf thefe particulars, and of the good fiicceS 
that attended the practice; and I began 
to^try it in January 1765; when, after 
having directed a Ariel regimen and feme 
mercurial purges, I inoculated with fluid 
matter, proceeding with much circumfpec- 
tion and attention; my patients being ex- 
pofed to the open air in that cold feafon. 
The great advantage they received from 
this treatment was foon apparent, and more 
than fufficient to encourage my continu- 
ance in the practice; till repeated experi- 
ments induced me to think, that inftead of 
fuppofing the fever in the fmall-pox to be 
the inftrument employed by nature to fub- 
due and expel the variolous poifon, we 
mould rather confider it as her greateft 
enemy, which, .if not vigoroufly retrained, 
is apt to produce much danger ; and that 

all 
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all fuch means fhould be ufed asucn 
likely to controul its violence, and cxtksri 
the too great fervor of the blood. Par_ 
to this opinion, befides keeping my peer 
in the open air, which I had learned f 
others, I firft dire&ed the mere oral 
antimonial medicine, and the laxative cr 
in the eruptive ftate ; the manner cf 
miniftering which, and the fuccefs arz 
ing, has been already related. 

It may perhaps appear lingular that t j 
ing has neither been once mentiooed : 
reded in the dourfe of this work, tbocz 
general con£nt it is allowed to be the 
efficacious remedy in all inflammatof y c 
To this I can only fay, that the rcg 
and medicine above prefcribed come 
reduce the patients fo much as to n 
bleeding unneceflary. And in the 
iinall-pox it feemed moil reasonable t 
here, as ftri&ly as poffible, to tho£b roc 
which had contributed apparently to i 
towards paffing fo eafily through inc 
tion. I doubt not, however, that cafi 
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arife> ill which bleeding may not only be 
zz fafe, but extremely falutary. 

; & It will, I hope, be needlefs to tell the 
^ freader, that I have difclofed the whole of 
^ what I know with certainty relative to this 
225 proeefs, as the regimen, medicines, different 
535 types of the difeafe, the rule& of prognoftic, 
£2 and various events, &c. are fully and faith- 
fully related/ according to the beft of my 
judgment and experience. And I believe, if 
the method now recommended is carefully 
si* purfued, it will be found to anfwer with a 
ti fuccefs at leaft equal to any yet difcovered. 
2 i Neverthelefs it is reafonable to fuppofe that 
^ further experience may produce fome im- 
^ provements ; yet when it is confidered how 
- fhort a time is required for preparation, how 
^ c j few medicines are to be taken, thofe medi- 
* cines, neither naufeous in themfelves, nor 

U violent in their °p eration ^ of a kind likel y 

; . # to be beneficial to moft conftitutions, and 
^ hurtful to none, unlefs injudicioufly admi- 
^ niftered, that the difeafe is ufually fo mild 
5*' as to require little or no confinement (the 
^ complaints of far the greater number being, 

M that 
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that they have too little of the diftemper) 
and that thedifagreeable con fequences which 
fometimes happened after the former me- 
thod of inoculation are like wife by this molt 
commonly bbviated; I do not fee that much 
. alteration can be even wiflied for. That 
which appears moft likely to be made, is in 
Shortening the time of preparation ; for as 
1 have often been obliged to inoculate with- 
cfut any, and have always had the fame fiic- 1 
cefs, it has inclined me to think, that much j 
if not the whole of thisprocefs maybedif- 
penfed with, except in very full habits, or 
where other particular circumftances may 
require it. But in all thefe cafes, from the 
infertion of the matter to the time of the 
eruptive complaints, the patients have been 
kept to a clofe obfervance of diet, and the 
ufe of the preparatory medicines, propor- 
tioned as well as I could to their condition; 
for I durft not, by way of experiment, dil- 
penfe with the ufe of meafures that had 
been hitherto fo fuccefsful. 

Should it be afked then, To what parti- 
cular circumftance the fuccefs is owing ? I 

' can 
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can only anfwer, that although the whole 
procefs may have fome (hare in it, in my 
opinion it confifts chiefly in the method of 
inoculating with recent fluid matter, and 
in the management of the patients at the 
time of eruption. If thefe conjedtures fliould 
be true, perhaps we fhall be found to have 
improved but little upon the judicious Sy- 
denham's cool method of treating the dif- * 
eafe* and the old Greek woman's method 
ef inoculating with fluid matter carried 
Yfaftxx in her fervant's bofom.

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gradually extended itfelf over thegreateft 
part of the arms between the elbow and 
fhoulder. He now complained only of 
flight flying pains in his head and limbs, 
but without the leaft degree of fever : after 
a bad night's reft, feveral eruptions were 
difcovered on the hips, and one on the neck. 
Some of thefe maturated, others dried away; 
and, uppn the whole, the procedure was 
fuch as would not by any have been called 
variolous, if unattended with other circum- 
fiances. 

CASE II. 

Nov. 23d.] A healthy ftroftg man, inocu? 
lated at the fame time, and from the fame 
perfon, with the laft, accompanied him alfq 
on the 26th, when the arm of this patient 
appeared in a very doubtful ftate refpedting 
the infection. 

On the 28th, when he came to the houfe, 
the fkin at the incifion was difcoloured, felt 
hard, feemed thickened, but did not appear 
inflamed; nor did he allow it had itched, or 
that he had perceived any alteration in his 
health. 

Things 
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Things remaining in this ftate, I ino«u^ 
lated him again on the 3o£h in the morning^ 
being the eighth day from the frtft inocu-* 
lation. On the evening of the fame dajr he 
complained of chillinefs, attended with pain 
in his head and limbs, and paffed an uneafy 
night. Thefe complaints lafted in a very 
moderate degree for two days more, but 
without the leafl; appearance of a fever. A 
very few pimples were difcovered upon the 
decline of thefe fymptoms, but they iboq 
yanifhed without maturating. 

CASE HL 

Nov. 23d.] A third patient, a young man 
twenty years of age, was inoculated with the 
two laft. I had not feen his arm from the 
time he was inoculated to the 28th, when 
be came to the houfe in company with the 
ethers. He faid the incifed part had itched 
very much the firft three or four days, but 
it now appeared nearly in the fame ftate as 
the preceding. 

He was alfo inoculated again on the 30th. 
But as the fucceeding complaints and doubt- 
ful eruption in this cafe bore an exadt re-r 

femblance 
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fcmblance to thofe of the former, it is need- 
" lefs to repeat them. ^ 
Nothing happened to either from the fe- 
~ cond inoculation. 

" CASE IV. 

1765, May 5th.] A man aged twenty** 
xfbur was inoculated ; after which he went to 
9 vifit a relation, till it fhould be thought pro- 
* r per for him to come to the houfe, which I 
; diredled him to do on the 1 1 th, if he fhould 
continue well till that time* 

He took with him two calomel pills, one 
of five and the other of ten grains. He was 
~ r ordered to take theleafton the 8th, the 
~ other on the following night, and an ounce 
~ of purging falts next morning. 
^ I did not fee him till the 1 ith, when 
r: he came to the houfe : he was then per- 
fedtly well, but faid he had been a little 
- giddy for the laft day or two, and that his 
- head ached very much the preceding day for 
about an hour, infomuch that he thought 
2 he muft have come over ; that his arm had 
; itched very much, and the purge worked 
£ very brilkly. 

^ z' Upon 
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tjpon examining the arms, both incite 
Appeared to be confiderably inflamed, and 
looked juft as ife ufual on the approach of the 
eruptive fever, which I had no* the lcaft 
doubt would foon happen. 

On the 1 2th he complained of fomepain 
in the right fhoulder, and under the arm, 
which he faid was ftifF, and felt as if it was 
fwdled. However, he continued perfeftly 
well and free from all complaints to the 
1 5th ; the arms appearing as is ufual when 
the diftcmper is attended with very few pot 
tules i that is to fay, not quite free from 
inflammation, but with a flight one. 

The cafe being not fo clear as could be 
wifhed, in order to be thoroughly fatisfiedj 
inoculated him again, taking particular care 
to infeft the part welL 

On the 1 6th in the morning he took a 
dofe of Inf. Sen. and Manna. 

He continued quite well, and no itching, 
or figns of infection appeared from the laft 
inoculation*

May 3d.] A man of 44 was inoculated. 
I faw him every day, and it was eafy to per- 
ceive that the infedtion had taken place very 
early. 

On the 7th it appeared fo forward, that 
I ventured to prognofticate he would have 
a very early and mild diforder, and no 
eruption. 

On the 8th he complained of a pain in his 
head and back, and that he felt a general 
uneafinefs, attended with a lofs of appetite, 
which iat other times was very good* He 
continued complaining ia this manner that 
whole day, but on the next found, himfelf 
pretty well, and continued fo without any 
other illnefs. The inflamed appearance on 
the incifion abated from this time. 

His health returned, and he ftill remains 
perfedtly well. 

CASE VI. 

A middle-aged man was inoculated at 
the feme time ; whofe cafe in every cir- 
N cumftancc 
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cumftance fo nearly refembled the former, 
as to render it needlefs to enumerate the 
particulars. 

Both were inoculated a fecond time with- 
out any eruption or figns of infection hap- 
pening in confequence of it. 

CASE VII. 

Dec. 5th.] A healthy man of 38 was 
inoculated. On the 7th he called on me, 
when his arm itched very much, and fliew- 
ed certain marks of the irife&ion having 
fucceeded. 

The inflammatory appearance was then 
confiderably abated, and the incifionsfeemed 
difpofed to heal. He felt no uneafinefs on 
the part, nor had he any illnefs. 

On the 12th and 13th he complained of 
pains in his head and limbs, as alfo of ftiff- 
nefs under his arms, which I efteem one 
of the moft certain proofs of the infe&ion 
having taken place. There was no altera- 
tion in the pulfe, nor any other fign of a 
fever > a few pimples about the neck and 
arms followed thefe complaints, yet not fuch 
as I (hould have eftoemed variolous on any 

other 
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other occafion j for fome foon difappeared; 
and others, which remained long enotagh 
to' have a little matter formed in them, pro- 
ceeded to this ftate with great irregularity. 

He was inoculated again, but without 
the leaft effedt. 

CASE VIII. 

A man between 50 and 60 was inocu- 
lated about four in the afternoon : on the 
morning of the third day after the inocula- 
tion I firft faw his arms, when they (hew- 
ed uncommon figns of infection, being al- 
ready much inflamed j and upon enquiry, I 
received from him the following account: 
that on the fame evening he was inocu- 
lated, he felt an uneafinefs and numbnefs 
at and near the place of infertion ; and that 
the day following thefe complaints in- 
creafed, and fpread up to the (houlder of 
one arm, which was very ftifF and numbed ; 
that the infcifion had itched feveral tknes, 
and his arms felt as if he had been bruifed 
by a blow with a very large ftick. And 
on the preceding evening, which was the 
fecond from the inoculation, his head had 
N 2 been 
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been giddy and in pain, accompanied with 
ibme chilly fits ; but all thefe fenfations went 
off without any other illnefs. He had refted 
well, and never thought himfelf in better 
health. 

From this time I faw him at different 
times every day, and he continued in per- 
fedt health ; only fometimes, especially to- 
wards evening, he faid he felt as if he had 
drank too much. The arms were much 
inflamed, but on the 6th and 7th day they 
altered their colour to a darker hue, and 
the inflammation and hardnefs were evi- 
dently abating. He now defired to go a 
journey of about 20 miles on bufinefs ; and 
this I confented to from an abfolute confi- 
dence that he was fecure from any alarming 
attack : having firft enjoined him not to go 
into company where he might rifque ipread- 
ing the infedtion; for his breath at this time 
had that peculiar offenfive fmell which ae- 
eompanies the difeafe. 

He returned the following day, being 
the 8th* in the afternoon, making no j 
complaint but of hunger ; yet (aid his I 
head had ached the preceding night after 
his journey. His arms were now ra- 
2 ther 
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ther more inflamed, which I attributed to 
the fri&ion they might have in the chaife * 
but from this time all complaints of every 
kind ceafed. His arms foon became quite 
well ; he took his firft purge on the fol- 
lowing day, a fecond on the nth, and re- 
turned home on the 13th from the inocula- 
tion, without having a fingle eruption of any 
kind. 

4 It is remarkable in this gentleman's cafe, 
that being fo well he did not chufe to live 
with thofe who had the diftemper, but con- 
tinued in a lodging with his wife, who ac- 
companied him by way of nurfe, in full con- 
fidence of having had the fmall-pox many 
years fince. However, after they got home, 
{he fell ill, and had the diftemper in a very 
clear but favourable manner, and doubtlefs 
caught it of her hufband. 

CASE IX. 

A young gentleman aged nineteen was in- 
oculated June 2d, 1765. 

On the 3d he rode out with a friend iji 
an open chaife, and it being ftormy wea- 
ther returned home wet. I called on him 
next morning) and found him in bed, com- 
plaining 
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gaining that he had refted ill, felt (hooting 
pains in his head, his throat a little fore, 
thought himfclf feverifli, and that he had 
taken cold the preceding day. All this 
feemed very probable : his pulfe was too 
quick, though the heat not confiderable, and 
he was in a moderate fweat. 

He rofe about ten, and kept within doors 
the whole day, complaining of wearinefs, 
flight pain in the head and about the ftioul- 
ders ; alfo that the incifed parts felt uneafy, 
and itched. 

On the 5th he thought his cold confidcr- 
ably better, and ventured abroad. His arm 
appeared certainly infe£ted, and very for- 
ward ; infomuch that I fufpfefted he would 
have no more illnefs inconfequerice of the 
inoculation. 

On the 7th the inflammation on the arm 
wajs conliderably abated, and the incifion 
feemed difpofed to heal. 

Apprehending from thefe circumftances 
that nothing more was to be expected from 
the operation, he was inoculated again in 
the evening, from a perfon who had the 
diftemper pretty full, though of a diftind 
kind, in the natural way.

No marks, however, of infe&ion enfued 
from this laft operation ; and he continued 
vifiting with me many patients in all ftages 
of the difeafe : fo that it is probable he was 
then in more danger of infe&ion than hp 
will ever be again. 

CASE X. 

Dec. 19.] A healthy florid young man 
was inoculated in both arms ; and foon after 
on the fame day he felt a difagreeable numb- 
nefs and ftiffnefs, beginning at the incifionin 
one arm, and extending as high up as th* 
fhoulder. That night at going to bed he 
took five grains of calomel in a pill. 

On the 20th the fame kind of fenfation in 
the arm remained, extending alfo to that 
fide of the head, which was in fome pain. 
Thefe complaintscontinued this day and the 
next. I ordered him to take the fame mer- 
curial pill at going to bed. 

22d. Another indifferent night, with the 
fame . complaints, and a ftiffnefs in both 
flioulders. The pulfe appeared to be rather 
quickened, but without any fuch increafe of 

warmth 
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warmth as was fufficient to be called fever. 
The incifions were unufually forward. 

23d. In the morning I was told he was 
better, and had taken a ride to vifit his mo- 
ther at about ten miles diftance; alfb that 
he had feveral pimples, which were believed 
to be the diftemper. 

In the afternoon he returned, whenlfound 
there were feveral puftules out, which had 
the appearance of being true fmall-pox ; and 
his arms were as forward as is ufual at the 
time of eruption. All his complaints were 
now gone off, and he feemed quite well. 
24th. Gone abroad for his pleafure. 
25th. He called on me; and the puftules 
having advanced properly towards matura- 
tion, I ordered him immediately to the 
houfe, where he remained perfedtly well, 
and the puftules, which were about twenty, 
maturated very kindly. 

27th. He took a purgative, , which ope- 
rated moderately. On the 28th he returned 
home in good health, and has continued fo 
ever ficce. 

CASE 
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CASE XI. 

Two men were inoculated at the £me 
time, the one about 46 years of age, cor- 
pulent, and fubje£t to the rheumatifm ; the 
other between 50 and 6o, very thin and 
healthy. 

I law both thefe patients on the third 
day, when the places of infertiori were in 
each fo Very ihuch inflamed, that I was • 
pretty certain they would fcarce have any 
eruption, and acquainted them with my 
Opinion 5 both made complaints of itching 
and uneafinefs in the part $ there was how- 
ever this difference, the elder faid he had 
felt a numbnefs and fmarting from the time 
of inoculation, particularly the following 
night \ that his head had been in pain, and 
he had had fever al chilly fits. The other 
complained that his arms felt hot and itched, 
but he was very well. They both came 
to me on the fixth day, when the inflam- 
mation on the arm of the elder was con- 
fiderably abated and he faid from the 
time that I faw him laft, he had remained 
O free 
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free from any complaint, except a flight 
uneafinefs on the parte infedied. The 
incifions of the other were ftill in an in- 
flamed ftate ; he faid that his head had 
ached, and that he was very chilly the pre- 
ceding night ; both thefe fymptoms con- 
tinued for two days more 5 but the attacks 
were irregular, lafted but a very (hort time, 
and there was not the leaft appearance of 
fever. The other held perfe&Iy well, and 
all figns of inflammation on the arms of 
both foon difappeared. 

The.y both remained fcveral days in the 
fame houfe, and kept company with 
others in different ftage9 of the difeafej 
the elder of the two was inoculated again, 
but without the leaft figns of the infec- 
tion taking place, and both remain in good 
health. 

CASE XII. 

A gentlewoman turned of 50, of a cor- 
pulent habit and clear complexion, was in- 
oculated about noon. On the following 

morning 
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morning (he informed me that the inocu- 
lated parts, and more efpecially one arm, 
had fmarted very much, and fglt numb up 
to the fhoulder, and had been fufficiently 
troublefome to difturb her reft ; upon in- 
ipedting the parts, they were found much 
inflamed, and a little elevated. Thefe kinds 
of feelings were complained of that whole 
day, and towards night her head ached ; 
but (he had no increafe of heat, or altera- 
tion in the pulfc. On the third morning 
there was a fluftiing on the fkin rdund the 
pundture on each arm nearly the breadth 
of a fixpence; on applying the finger, it 
felt hard about the middle ; and upon the 
whole, the appearances of infection were 
as evident as are ufually obfervable on the 
9th or 10th day. I therefore ventured to 
aflure her, that the difeafe would pafs over 
in a very flight manner, and moft probably 
without any eruption s and the event juftified 
my prognostic. 

She complained a little of pain in her 
head for feveral evenings, and the inflam- 
mation on her arm increafed ; but on the 
6th day it began to turn to a yellowifli 
O 2 brown, 
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brown, and every inflammatory appearance 
wore off : fhe remained perfedtly well, living 
with thofe who had the diftemper, and in an 
infedted houfe, without any illnefs. 

CASE XIII. 

"January 9th a ftrong healthy man aged 24 
was inoculated. The eruptive complaints 
began on the 8 th day, ran pretty high, 
and on the inoculated parts of each arm 
he felt very great and unufual pains. On 
the 10th a true eryfipelatous fwelling 
attacked one arm, and extended from the 
lhoulder to the elbow, the other was alfo 
affedted in the like manner, but not fo con* 
fiderably. In the evening of the fame day 
he pomplained of great pain and forcnels 
about his ftomach, and at this time the 
vphole furfa^e of the fldn was nearly covered 
with a rafh and petechial fpots of different 
colours and fizes, 



What I diftinguifli by the name of ralh, 
Were pimples muchrefembling the confluent 
§ pocks, 
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pocks, and rifing above the fkin j the pete- 
chial fpots were interfperfed, and even with 
the fkin; fomeof thefe were fmall like flea- 
bites, others were near as large as a filver 
penny ; fome were of a very dark purple, 
and others of a livid colour. I obferved 
them carefully, aflifted by a good convex 
glafs, and found the appearances Angular and 
H alarming. But as the fever was not high in 
2 proportion to fuch appearances, the head and 
li back free from pain, and no great weaknefs 
i attended, the event feemed to be the lefs 
l doubtful. The patient drank a bafonof white 
Ik wine whey at going to bed, and I found 
jj him pretty well in the morning : the ery- 
n iipelas began to be lefs fiery, and put on a 
: darker hue $ a few large diftin£t puftules of 
- g real fmall-pox foon dilcovered themfelves, 
jj and from this time all went on very well ; 
> the arms indeed were of a livid colour for

^fome time, but gave the patient no pain or 
guneafinefs, fo that he pafled through the 

whole procefs perfectly well in every other 

jrefpedt, 
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CASE XIV. 

A healthy young woman 20 years of age, 
after having taken two of the preparatory 
powders, had a flight fever accompanied 
with ficknefs at ftomach, which were fol- 
lowed by an eryfipelatous ra(h j on this ac- 
count inoculation was poftponcd four days, 
when the rafti was totally gone. On the 7th 
day from the inoculation Ihe began to have 
the eruptive iymptoms, which were ac- 
companied with more fever and pain in the 
head and back than is ufual, alfo very great 
licknefs and vomiting; thefc were fucceeded 
by an univerfal rafti, of the fame kind as 
had happened before ; in this iituation flic 
'was ordered to keep her room, and the fol- 
lowing medicine dire&ed : 

Take compound powder of crabs claws, 
one fcruple ; emetic tartar, one grain. 

: This operated moderately by vomit, dif- 
charging fome bile, and alfo twice by ftool 
The ftomach was much relieved, but themlh 
remained, and put on fo much the appear- 
ance of a confluent eruption, that I could 
fcarce be fatisfied it was not fo, though I had 

feen 
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feen in the fame perfon but a few days be- 
fore a fmaller degree of the fame rafh. What 
made the cafe more doubtful was, that the 
fever ftill remained.pretty high; and her head 
and back were not much relieved by this 
eruption. In this fituation I did not think it 
advifeable to expofe the patient to ' the open 
air, but directed only a faline mixture, with 
compound powder of crabs claws, and that 
fhe fhould keep her room, but not her bed. 

On the ioth a few diftindt puftules were to 
bediftinguifhed, the rafli began to look fainter, 
and the whole terminated in a very favourable 
diftindt eruption, without any particular ac- 
cident : the fkin peeled off univerfally, as is 
not uncommon after a rafh. 

CASE XV. 

A man aged 44, on the fixth day after 
inoculation began to complain of pains in his 
head and back, and of being frequently very 
cold. Thefe lafted with great feverity, info- 
much that he took the alterative pill, apurging 
draught, and kept much in the air till the 9th, 
when about ten puftules appeared, and his 

complaints 
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complaints ceafed. Thefe fecmed likely to dry 
away without maturating, which is not un- 
frequently the cafe, where there are very few. 

On the 1 2th he took a ptirge $ his arrti 
remained confiderably inflamed ; but as he 
was very defirous of going to a relation's 
houfe, where he propofed to be aired, I 
confented to it. 

On the 1 6th I was told he had been 
much indifpofed fince his removal, and that 
he wifhed to fee me. 

On the 17th I vifited him, and found a 
ponfiderable number of puftules, to the 
amount of about 40, in the face, of true 
fmall-pox. The account he gave me was, 
that he found himfelf very ill on the evening 
after his removal, and that he perceived the 
puftules the next morning. This was on 
the 14th day from the inoculation, and the 
forwardnefs they were in agreed well with 
his account. His arm continued much iiv 
flamed, with many puftules near theincifion, 

C A S E XVI. 

A healthy young man was inoculated De- 
cember 6th, 1766. On the nth andiath 

he

lie was cold and hot alternately, ahd com- 
plained of great pain in his head, back* 
and limbs* 

The 13th he was much eafier, but ftill 
felt pains in his head and back. The inocu- 
lated parts, which from the operation till this 
day I had no opportunity of feeing, (hewed 
evident figns of infection $ but the (kin at the 
incifion was pale, not elevated, nor did a 
thin fluid appear under the cuticle, as is ufual 
when theprogrefs of infedtion is favourable j 
neither had he felt much uneafinefs about the 
incifions, or ftiffnefs in the axilla. 

14th. Me was free from all complaints j 
the difcolouration on the arm had fpread 
wider, and two or three puftules were 
difcovered near the place of infcrtion. 

15th. Many puftules appeared in different 
parts, about one hundred * 

1 6 th .The puftules were properly ad vanced* 
and the man feemed to be perfectly well. 
But there were now fome appearances in the 
arm which I was diflatisfied with : for the in- 
oculated part was covered with a great number 
P of 



of very finall pale-coloured confluent puf- 
talcs: and the incifkm, inftead of being ele- 
vated, was deprefled, and of a livid colour in 
the middle : this fometimes havens, and 
denotes an efcharand ulceration at the con- 
clufion of the difeafe. 

17 th- He was ieized in the middle of the 
day with a {hireling fit, focceeded by great 
heat and pain in the head, back, and limbs, 
which continued all die following night ft 
likewifefelt confiderable pain at theincifioo, 
and in the ftoulder extending to the axiQi 

1 8th. In the morning he complained of 
great pain at the inciiion up to the fhoulde: 
and the axilla of one arm. The pulfe 
very quick, and the fever high. In this 
fituation I made no doubt but there would 
be a fecond eruption, and therefore per- 
fuaded him to get up and go into the air, 
and directed an infufion of fena and manna 
to be taken immediately. 

This operated four times, and hcvss 
confiderably relieved of all his complaints, j 
but frem puftules now made their appear- j 
on die face and other parts> to tb« 

amount 
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amount of double the number at leaft of 
the firft. From thi$ time he remained quitfc 
free from fever, and every other complaint; 
the laft puftules, as well as the firft, matu~ 
rating in the moft favourable manner. But 
what is very remarkable, both crops of 
puftules ripened nearly about the fame time ; x 
for the progrefs of thofe which came out 
firft feemed to be retarded by the fecond 
eruptive fever, and the latter puftules ad- 
yanced quicker than ufual. 

CASE XVII. 
June 2d. Twenty- two perfons were ino- 
culated, who lodged at two neighbouring 
"houfes, 

On the 4th in the evening one of them, a 
managed 30, had a (hivering fit, fucceeded 
by fever, with pain in the head, back, and 
fide, which continued all night. 

5th. In the morning, when I firft vifited 
him, the pulfe was very quick, full, and 
ftrong, and the former complaints remained, 
but I found him walking about the houfe. 
On infpe&ing the incifions, both were quite 
well ; while thofe of every one of his afTo- 
dates, which I faw at the fame time, (hewed 
evident marks of infe&ion. 

P 2 This 
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This patient had been very Auch in the 
* toay of infection, and I fufpe&ed that he 
was going to have the fmall-pox in the na- 
tural way : I therefore directed the mercu- 
rial and antimonial pill to be taken at night, 
^nd that he fliould go into the air as much 
as he could bear, but not go into bed. 

6th. In the morning I was informed thai 
he had been fick and vomited, without hav- 
ing a ftool ; and that all his complaints re- 
mained, though pot quite fq violent. I 
prefcribed half an ounce of Glauber's fait 
and half an ounce of manna, diflhlved in 
water-gruel, to be taken immediately. 

In the afternoon I found him in bed, but 
was told he had been in the air, and thatthe 
purge had operated four times. He was noff 
difpofed to fweat, and his pains were abated; 
but the fever remained as before, with a 
white dry tongue ; he had a troublefome 
cough, difficult refpiration, and great op- 
preflion at his ftomach, but there was nol 
the lead fign of infection in the arm. 

7th. In the morning he was much in lb 
fame ftate, only weaker. I prefcribed a ft 
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of wormwood mixture, with Mindererus's 
fpirit, and oily mixture for his cough, and 
one grain of emetic tartar mixed with 10 
grains of compound powder of crabs claws 
to be taken in the evening. 

8th. He hadfourftools in the night, fwcat- 
cd pretty well, and got fome fleep ; but he 
coughed much, breathed with difficulty, ex- 
pectorated fome thin frothy phlegm, and 
complained ofgreat pain in his breaft and fide. 
Eight ounces of blood were directed to be 
taken away ; the antimonial powder was re- 
peated, with an addition of one grain of ca- 
lomel -> and he was directed to drink fre- 
quently a cup-full of pe&oral deco&ion, to a 
quart of which was added one ounce and a 
hajf of Mindererus's fpirit. 

9th. The blood taken away yefterday 
was very fizy, the pain in the breaft and 
fide much abated, but the cough very trou- 
blefome,and the expe&orated phlegm ftreak- 
ed with blood. The inoculated parts were 
now difcoloured, (hewed evident figns of in- 
fection, and that we fhould foon have the 
fmall-pox to encounter, together with the 
peripncumonic diforder. 

10th. 
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i oth. Very reftlefs all the night, coughed 
much, and with great difficulty expe&orated 
brown vifcid phlegm. The bleeding wasre- 
peated, and the ufe of the antimonial pow- 
der and other medicines continued ; which 
had every day procured fome ftools, and 
fupported a conftant breathing fwcat. 

i ith. The blood was ftill found fizy, and 
the fever, cough, difficulty of refpirationand 
expe&oration were increafed . The progreis 
of infedtion in the arm was flow, but (hew- 
ed, however, that the eruptive fever would 
food come on; and I was apprehenfive that 
it would be fo confounded with the perip- 
neumonic diforder as to caufemuch perplex- 
ity. I determined neverthclefs to attempt to 
relieve the latter by whatevermeans I could, 
and wait the event; and therefore ordered 
more blood to be taken, a bliftering plaifter 
be applied between the fhoulders, and a 
fmall quantity of gum ammoniacum to be 
added to his pectoral medicines. In the even- 
ing I was informed that all the troublefomc 
fymptOms were conliderably abated. 



It muft here be noted, that all the com- 
5 P an 7' 
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pany, who had been inoculated at the fame 
time, were now ill, and moll of them had 
fome eruptions. 

1 2th. He had had more reft ; but though 
moft of his complaints were relieved, yet 
the fever ftill continued, and he expedtorat- 
ed with difficulty fome very dark-brown 
phlegm, fo that no alteration was made in 
his medicines. 

The appearance on the incifions fpread, 
bat did not look as ufual when the eruptive 
complaints are begun. 

13th. The fever* pain in the fide, cough, 
and difficulty of expedloration, being again 
increafed, I ordered a veficatory to the ficte, 
and fome oxymel of fquills in a pedtoral 
mixture. 

14th. The fever and pain of the fide were 
abated, andhe had obtained fome little deep, 
which was however much difturbed by 
fodden ftartings. The (kin at the incifions 
had an unufual appearance, not eafily to be 
defcribed: and inftcad of being inflamed, asit 

flfually 
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ufually is, where the progrefs of the infec- 
tion is favourable, and not interrupted bj 
fome extraordinary accident, it was of a pale 
hue. 

15th, He had refted ill, and the cough 
was fo troublefome, that I ordered more 
blood to be taken, and the medicines to be 
continued. The incifions this day looked 
like puftules irregularly fhaped, and a fluid 
appeared under the cuticle. 

1 6th. All fymptoms were more mode- 
rate; two puftules were difcovered in the 
face, and thofe at the incifions feemed tend- 
ing to maturation. 

1 17th. All complaints much eafier; thi 
puftules at the incifions were more elevated 
and had matter in them ; but the other 
were but little advanced, and looked pale, 

1 8th.He wasin]allrefpedts fo much better 
that he ventured to ride out on horfeback, ani 
I was releafed from my attendance ; nor 
I fee him afterwards till he called at myhoui< 
in good health on the 5th of July. But b 
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then informed me, that in the afternoon of 
the 19th of June, the day after I took my 
leave of him, he had been extremely hot 
and feverifh ; was relieved on the 20th 
from all feverifti fymptoms, arid difcovered 
a great number of puftules, which rofe, 
filled, and ripened without any further ill— 
nefs ; fo that he did not think it neceflary 
to fend me any notice of them. Looking 
in his face, I faw about thirty marks of 
fmall-pox, which confirmed the truth of 
his report* 

I have alfo fince received a very fatisfac- 
tory account that many puftules in his face 
and other parts, which came out f after the 
time I faw him, flayed a proper time, and 
maturated completely, 

CASE XVIII. 

A middle-aged man,, on the fixth day 
after he had been inoculated, complained 
of pain in his head and back, and had a 
flight degree of fever. The complaints 
remained till the 8th, when there appeared 
, fome eruption? on the face which I took to 
be variolous : bjit it is to be noted, that 

having 
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having lived pretty freely, his face wis 
very red and full of pimples ; and neither 
the preparation nor medicines had mud 
altered that appearance ; fo that it was no 
eafy matter to diftinguifti between thofe 
which were habitual to him, and the frefli 
ones. The arm at this time was very con- 
fiderably inflamed, as is ufual about the 
time of eruption. 

On the 9th he v^as perfe&ly well, and 
no more eruptions fliewed themfelves. 

Having had feveral patients who un- 
doubtedly pa{Ted through the diftemper 
with no more illnefs than this man had 
felt, and fometimes even without any erup- 
tion, I really thought that the affair was 
over, 

* 

On the 10th he took a laxative dratght, 
cat a piece of mutton, and drank fome ale. 
On the afternoon of the fame day I found 
him complaining of a pain in his head, 
which he thought was occafioned by his 
venturing abroad during the operation ol 
the purge. He had now more fever than 

al 
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at any other time before ; however, as he 
averred that his complaints were fuch as he 
ufually felt from a flight cold, I did not 
apprehend, any thing more. 

On the i ith in the morning he was ftill 
much indifpofed, and had refted ill. In 
the evening of the fame day I found him 
much better, but he faid there were- more 
puftules on his back. Thefe I did not 
fee. 

Next morning I found he was gone to a 
friend's houfe, having left word that he 
was quite well, and I fhould hear fropa 
him if there was occafton, 

On the 14th I was defired to vilit him, 
when I found a moderate number of frefli 
puftules on the face and limbs, and in fuch 
forwardnefs, that I was convinced they had 
been out ever fince his removal ; which in- 
deed was confirmed by the account he gave 
me : thefe maturate^ kindly, and he re- 
jnains in good health.

After £ vrry srerrrre Hoe an eruptic 
of about twenty p™i!e$ Succeeded, and ai 
comrliinrs then cel:V£ ; jo that on the dfi 
day after the crjrtir::, I propoled, anc 
wis perrrdrr^i, i-xx r.d^ue my vifits fa 
the preicr.t. I c~Tci again however on dx 
6th day, ir.d fc™£ Lim well as uiual, and 
at play, the ruirdes being then nearly ma- 
turated. 

I was informed, however, that in the 
night cf the 4th diy, he had been h& 
feverith ar.d rculeis ; was very well the 
diy following, and hot again at night, but 

it 
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_ . a lefler degree ; fo that this Hight illnefe 
^ id not then give the leaft alarm. But on 
-jie 7th day early in the morning I was 

ailed up to vilit him as foon as poffible, 
-nd was informed, that in the beginning of 
—he night he grew extremely hot and de- 

irious, and foon became ftupid, drowfy, 
. and fenfelefs, in which condition I found 

.rim, grating his teeth, with convulfive 

notions about the mouth. 

The puftules were at this time quite rip€^ 

and looked, as they always had done, ex- 
. tremely well. His pulfe was very quick, 

though the heat was now moderate, and 
m the refpiration free and eafy ; but he was 

fo comatofe, as not to be roufed, even fo 
' much as to open his eyes, by any diftur- 

bance that could be given. 

In this alarming fituation I defired the 
afiiftance of the phyfician, who on other 
occafions had ufually attended the family. 
At our confultation, which foon followed, 
it was agreed, that as the fmall-pox were 
very few in number, had always looked 
well, and were now completely maturated, 
7 the 
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the prefent fymptoms muft be occafioned 
by worms, or fome irritating caufe in the 
bowels. 

With this view a dofe of rhubarb and 
calomel was immediately prefcribed and 
exhibited, though we were obliged to open 
the mouth by force, and this not without 
fome difficulty. The operation of this me- 
dicine was accelerated by a clyfter, and a| 
large foetid flimy ftool, followed by font 
fmaller liquid ones, was procured that 
afternoqq, 

The child, however, feemed to be almoi 
totally infenfible during this time, nor did 
he yet appear to be in any refepedt relieved 
by thefe evacuations : blifters therefore were 
fucceffively applied to the back, head, and 
legs, and finapifms to the feet leeches weit 
likewife fixed to the temples, and rhu- 
barb with calomel, after fome little interval, 
* again diredled ; tin medicines being giyei 
between whiles. 

By thefe means, though not till a confr 
derable quantity of flimy and extremelj 

ofFenfiv* 
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ttffenfive faeces had been difcharged, fome 
figns of amendment appeared* But the 
child ftill remained in feme degree coma- 
tofe till the fifth day from this attack, after 
which the progrefs of amendment was very 
quick, and in two or three days he got 
quite well, and has fo continued. 

CASE XX. 

In May 1766, I was defired to vifit a 
confiderable farmer, aged 68, to give my 
advice for a complaint in his legs. 

About twp years before he had been feiz- 
ed with a numbnefs and coldnefs in both 
]egs and thighs, which it was apprehended 
would end in a palfy* For this diforder 
he took many medicines, and both his legs 
were bliftered, by which he found relief ; 
but from this time the legs were affe&ed 
with troublefome itching and burning pains, 
attended with a fliarp ferous difcharg* 
:hrough innumerable excoriations. Thefe 
complaints deftroyed his reft, and made 
lim unhappy. 



After 
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After relating this cafe, he told me, that 
as almoft every body in his neighbourhood, 
who had not had the finall-pox, was either 
Under inoculation or preparing for it, he 
could fcarcely expedt to efcape the infe£tion, 
and had therefore a ftrong defire to be ino- 
culated, and that his wife, of the fame age 
with himfelf, was likewife defirous of it* 

This propofal induced me to examine the 
prefent condition of his Jegs more ftridtly* 
They were now, he faid, in their beft ftatej 
that this, not fo full of pain as ufual ; they 
were dry and fcurfy. His face was likewife 
fcurfy, and of a fettled deep red colour ; 
1 the confequence, as he told me, of a re- 
peated Eryfipelas in it, and not of any in* 
temperance. 

Upon confidering the cafe, and reflect- 
ing that the preparatory courfe of diet and 
medicine would probably amend the con- 
dition of his legs, I encouraged him to pur- 
fue his inteation, and both he and his wife, 
after a fortnight's preparation, were inocu- 
lated on the third of June. 

On 
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On the 9th both made fome flight com- 
plaints ; and on the 12th the wife grew 
better, on the appearace of a very few 
diftindt puftules, which maturated after- 

; wards in the moft favourable manner. But 
the man ftiH complained of pain and weari- 

: nefs till the 13th, when he grew eafier in 

j that refpedt, and felt a fmarting pain in his 
legs, which were very red, and had feveral 

, puftules on them. Towards evening they 
grew more' painful, more fwelled, and a 
further eruption was difcernible, though not 
eafily to be diftinguiftied, by reafon of their 
difeafed ftate. 

He flept very little this night ; but on the 
14th I found him free* from fever, and 
pretty well in all refpedts, except the pain 
in his legs on which, and under the hams, 
a great number of diftin6t, but almoft co- 
herent puftules appeared. There were fe- 
veral alfo in the neck and face, but very 
few on the body or arms. He had all along 
been advifed not to ftir much, but had 
taken greater liberties of walking about than 
I had allowed.

15th. He had not flcpt a minute during 
the night. I found him up and walking 
about the houfe, complaining much of pain, 
but faying that in other refpe£ts hew; 
well ; but he was now rather cool than warm, 
his pulfe very low, his afpedt languid, tk 
colour of the face inclined to livid and pale,! 
and he complained of faintnefs and ficknefs.1 
I could not avoid being alarmed. The hi 
alfo were fwelled confiderably, but not in- i 
flamed. I therefore ordered him inftantijl 
to bed ; and as the tenfion was great, ap- 
plied a cataplafm of bread and milk (bm 
what was neareft at hand) all over each lc; 
and directed the following medicine to if 
taken as foon as poflible.

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. In the evening his pulfe was raifed, he 
was eafier and refted about ah hour. 

. 16th. In the morning, after he had refted 
fome hours in the night, he wa6 eafier, 
warmer, and the pulfe better. 

17th. After a good night he found him- 
felf free from complaints, and from this 
time every circumftance went on favourably; 
the pocks maturated on the 7 th day, his legs 
however were both confide rably ulcerated 
for a fortnight after, but then foon healed. 
He remains at prefent in good health, and 
feels lefs uneafineis from his legs than he 
cUd before the inoculation • 

CASE XXL 
A middle-aged woman was inoculated, 
May 15, 1765. She began to complain on 
tfr? 23d i the f?v?r and other fymptoms 
were very moderate. On the 26th an erupr. 
tion, diftindt in kind, fmall in number, 
[hewed itfelf ; all the eruptive fymptoms 
peafed, and flbe feemed perfectly well. 

On the 29th (he complaiped that her 
fhrostf was fore, felt ftiff, and fwelled ; but 
K 3 *W 
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as this k not unufual, little regard was paid 

to it. 

30th. She retted ill, her throat was worfe, 
and it now gave her great paia to fwaliow. 
She had alfo been taken witfc a fhivering fit, 
fucceeded by fever- On infpedling the j 
throat I coiild not perceive one puftule there, 
but the uvula and tonfils were very much 
fwelled and inflamed. An acidulated gargle 
was diredted, and a lenitive purge, .which in 
the evening hud operated thrice ; the gargle 
had been frequently ufed; but the difficulty 
of fwallowing was greatly increafed, info- 
much that fhe could get nothing down; 
the fever too was rather increafed. Further 
help could not now be expected ffpm in^ 
ternals ; for upon making the trial, liquids 
returned through the nofe* I diredted a 
blifter to be applied to the throat, and that 
fhe fhould frequently garglp with warm 
pedtoral drink. 

, 31ft. She had notflept a minute, being 
difturbed whenever fhe attempted it with 
fuch fudden flartings as made her afraid to 
fleep. The feverifh heat was not very great. 
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f ?the.pulfe extremely quick, and alj thelir 
quids fhe attempted to fwallow ftill came 
through the nofe. S&e could not lie down 
1 in bed, arid therefore fat up in an eafy 
1 cliair the greatett part of the. night. 

The puftules, whidi in the face did not 
exceed twenty, and very few appeared elfe- 
where, advanced to maturation kindly, 
without receiving the leaft check from this 
adventitious . illnefs. Her * fpeech was fo' 
much affedted as fcarce to be uqderftood. 
She informed me, however, that fhe was 
fubje6t to an illnefs of this kind; and had 
once narrowly efcaped with her life; but 
had- never been fo bad before. I dire&ed 
twelve ounces of blood to be taken from 
the arm, and that the fublingual veins fhould 
be pricked. But no relief feemed to be. 
derived from any of thefe meafures i and 
upon infpe&ing the throat again, the glands, 
uvula, and fauces were very much inflamed 
and diftended. The tonfils were then lanced 
pretty deep, and a good deal of blood be* 
ing dffcharged, the fwelling of the parts 
. |ubfided, fo as to admit her to fwallow, 

though

though with difficulty, a little pectoral drink, 
and afterwards a few fpoonfiils of milk 
pottage. 

June ift. She had'refted but very little, 
though exceeding drowfy, and worn out for 
want of deep; for the fudden ftartingv 
upon clofingtar eyes, ftill remained, though 
not in fo great a degree as the preceding 
night; but (he had fwallowed fome liquids, 
"though with great difficulty. The fe* 
verifli heat was not very great, the pulfc 
quick and mor& feeble. 

On infpqdting the throat towards noon, 
the fwelling, though fomewhat abated, was 
ftill confiderable enough to prevent much 
being fwallowed. 

In this dangerous fitu^tion the operation 
that had adminiftered fome relief was re- 
peated, and other parts of the toqfils and 
fauces, which had not been wounded before, 
were now lanced pretty deeps a large quan- 
tity of blood was difcharged, the parts col- 
lapfed, anc} in lefs than ai\ hpur (he 
able tQ fwallow liquids; after which fte 
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got fome refretfiing fleep, recovered' faft, 
and is now in good'health. ' The puftuks, 
notwithftanding this illnefsr, advanced very 
kiadly to maturation, and turned, on the 
7th day from the eruption. '. . .' 

C A S E. xxii: 

* 

A healthy middle-aged man, rather of a 
corpulent habit, was* 4 inoculated,.had a flight 
cold fit (on the 5th day inclufive after the 
operation) which lafted but a very fhort 
time,, and was not fucceeded by either fe- 
ver or complaint of any kind. 

His arms at that time fhewed certain 
figns of the infection having fucceeded, 
which continued advancing to the 9th day, 
when the inflammations about the incifions 
appeared conflderably fpread, and were fur- 
rounded with confluent clufters of very 
fmall puftules. In other refpe£ts he was 
perfectly well, and felt not the leaft ftiflf- 
nefs or pain in the axilla or elfewhere, in- 
fbmuch that he began to be uneafy left he 
fhould have no appearance of fmaU-pox.

On the i oth feveral fhiall pimples were to 
be feen on die forehead, which I fhould 
have thought fmall-pox, if he had not at this 
time been quite well, brifk, and hearty, 
without having felt any previous complaint 

On the i ith in the morning many more 
were to be fqen* on the face, limbs, and 
body, fo that he might be faid to be very 
full. I now examined hfm again very ftri&ly, 
and could, not find that he had been in the 
leaft ill ; and on enquiring how he had 
flept, he anfwered, never better; for he 
went to bed about ten, and did not wake 
till near feven in the. hiorning : the erup- 
tion, on a clofe infpedHon, had fuch an ap- 
pearance a£ woufd have made me pro- 
nounce it the fmall-pox of an unfavourable 
kind, if it had been preceded or attended 
by any feverifli or other complaints ; but I 
muft confefs, that even at this time I fop- 
pofed it was only an inoffenfive raft, as 
the patient was then, and had been, entirely ' 
free from any complaint. 

All this day he continued perfectly well, 
had walked out of his own accord into the 

fields, 
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fierds, and in the evening aflerted that 
never had been eafier or better in all his life 5 
though, as he confefled to tne afterwards, h£ 
had been in fome company, where he fmoaked 
his pipe, and drank his (hare of a quart of 
ale. Still the puftujes remained, and in<- 
creafed in number, though not in fize ; and 
nothing but the confideration of his having 
had none of the complaints which ufu* 
ally precede even the flighted kind of fmalU 
pox, kept me in any doubt whether they 

were the fmall-pox or not* 

* * 

The next morning, being the 1 2 th, thfe at- 
tending nurfe told me that he had pafled a 
very reftiefs night, with much complaint of 
pain in his head and back ; and I found 
him very uneafy, with great heat, a quick 
pulfe, and very full of a fmall fort of fmall- 
pox indifputably. 

Thefe complaints coming on at this unufual 
time made me apprehenfive of the confe* 
quences. I* gave him directly calom. gr. iij. 
tart. emet. gr* and advifed him to get upand 
go into the air, but not to fatigue himfelf too 
much. I alio directed that after two hours 

S he 
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ht fhould take a purging draught. [It is to 
be obferved that be had had ftools everyday 
regularly ; and remaining perfectly well, had 
taken no medicine for fome time.] I called 
on him again about two, and found him 
walking about the houfe, when he faid he 
was better, for that the phyfick had worked 
him five times very fufficiently, and each 
time he had been abroad to the privy, though 
it rained pretty fmartly. 

I faw him again in the evening, and then 
he made but little complaint of pain in either 
head or back, but was almoft inceffantly 
teized with Jtlhort tickling cough, and com- 
plained of his throat being fore. He then 
took another pill of the fame kincl as that 
in the morning. 

Early the next day, the 13th, the nurfein 
formed me that he had been very reftlefs the 
Whole night, had^put on his cloaths and came 
down ftairs, but was nowgpne into bed again, in 
hopes of getting a little reft. On going into 
his room I found him almoft draffed again, 
complaining that he had an almoft conto 
irritation in the throat, and finding it im* 
poffible to get any fleep, was therefore com- 
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ing down fHirs. I enjoined him, however, 
to keep within doors. J 

About one I faw him , again ; he had had 
two ftools, and was better. His cough re- 
mained fomewhat troublefome, and his 
throat grew fore. 

In the evening I found him in good fpirits, 
with a regular quiet ^pulfe, and he had one 
more purging ftool. I ordered another pill, 
of the fame kind to be taken at going to bed, 
and a jbafoii of fmall white wine whey after 
it, alfb an oily mixture to b$ taken occa- 
sionally, to relieve his cough and the tickling 
fcnfation in the throat. 

The 14th in the morning he had fome 
comfortable reft, and felt himfelf refreftied 5 
His cough had been much better, fo that he 
had taken but once of the oily mixture. 
This day he had three ftools from his pill 5 
and the fmall-pox had advanced in an unex- 
pe&edly kind manner/ 

From this time nothing material happened j 
the cough left him, -and his throat gave him 
hq trouble.

To thefe cafes many others of a fimili 
nature eight be added. But by feveraloi 
fhrefeen delays, net in my power to prevt: 
I have been obliged ta trelpafc lb much 1 
ready on the patience of thofe who wl 
t» fee feme account of this pra&ice, tin 
fhall ocly menrion a few, which by apart 
cr untrue relation might pcffibly be conftn 
to the duad vantage of inoculation ; tho« 
when the particular h£ts are candidly el 
bited, every juil occafioo of prejudice 1 
undoubted fv be removed. 

Daring die autumn of die lafi year 
chin-cough was epidemick at Hertford; 1 
as the winter approached, the fmali-j 
alfo broke out in many places ; and aim

: every child, who before had the chin* 
: cough, and was feized with the natural fmallr 
rpox, died of a confluent'kind. This cala- 
mity fell feverely among the poor of this 
place, many of Whom earn eftly entreated me 
to inoculate their families; but this was 
: earcepoflible, without fome neceflary provi- 
ion could be obtained for them from the pa- 
ifhes to which they belonged ; I therefore 
.cquainted the clergymen dfthe refpeftive 
ari/hes, that if proper care was taken that 
eceflaries were not wanting, I woqld freely 
loculate and- attend all fuch as I thought 
ere proper fubje&s* * 

* Both the gentlemea-approved the defign j 
it after a fhort confutation with their pa- 
liioners, the affair w^s put off, the parifli 
ilcers alledging they could not provide pro- 
r places. 

That fuch a defign had been in agitation 
n became knowrf, and a number of poor 
>plc were continually foiiching me to ino- 
ate them and their children at all events, 
rnifing to provide for themfqlves to the

utmoft of their powen Some had the dif* 
eafe already in their families. It was fo mud 
in the aeighbourhood of pthers, that the] 
were ih daily fear of taking the infection, anc 
their diftrefs on this occafion great. Wo 
men with children at theic breafts, in wantq 
all neceffaries, yet folidtous. for the lafety o 
their offspring, preffed me to inoculate riaea 
and their children with an importunity m 
to be defcribed. I acquainted them with tli 
danger attending the infant ftate ; but re; 
fon/ availing nothing, I yielded to inocul^ 
all who had not the chin-cough, or aj 
other dangerous illnefs, though againftn 
opinion and inclination, almoft againft n 
determined refolution. Amongft a n 
great number of fuch fubjedts qf all ages a 
conftitutions, and where fome might xeafo 
ably be prefumed to have taken thcinfedi 
in the natural way, I expe&ed fome di&gfl 
able events would happen ; but the proba 
lity of laving the lives of many prepondentf 
The following however are the only ca 
that border on the unfortunate ; and I 
reader will, if fkilful and candid* eafily pi 
them to the right account.

A mother and three children ;(one &£ them 
it the breaft) were inoculated. The chil-* 
dren had then the chin-cough; but this 
was carefully concealed from me, as I had 
refufed all under fuch circumftances. The 
youngeft of about five months old had only 
five or fix puftules in the face, and not more* 
dfewhere proportionabjy. She livedpaft the 
:rifis j but the cough remained violent, and 
he was much enfeebled, and died as chil- 
Iren do who pei£{h by the chin-coiigh, 
nd without any onecircumftance of danger 
hat could be fuppofed to proceed from in- 
culation. 

Another weakly child* about five months 
Id, I hadperfuaded the mother to wean, in 
der that (he berfelf might be inoculdted, 
uring the preparation this woman fell ill 
' a fever, as fuppofed ; but on vifiting her> 
fovthd the confluent fmaU-pox appearing* 
d that the child. had lain with her con- 
ntly. I was earneftly folicitcd to ino- 
late this infant, in order to give it a better 
nice, which with greatreludtance Iyielded 
; it had a very fmall number of diftindt 

puftujes, 
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puftules, and puffed through the difeafd 
fafely ; but not being reconciled to any food 
but the breaft, it died foon after, languifti- 
ing for want of proper fuftenance* 

Another unfortunate fubji& \fra$ aHb a 
child at the breaft, one of eight children, 
who with the father and mother were ino- 
culated together. On the third day from the 
inoculation this child wasfeized with a fever, 
which from the fymptoms I fufpe&ed ajrofe 
from worms* I gave it a grain of calomel ,* 
a large worm was voided the next day, and 
the child was feemingly better; but the fevef 
returned at night, and continued without re- 
miflion in fuch a manner as to be. very 'dan- 
gerous in itfelf, andpreventedanydiftindtiort 
of the eruptive fymptoms: at length a con- 
fluent kind appeared, though the number 
was not great; the bad fymptoms were not 
alleviated by the eruption, and the child 
<lied early in the difeafe. 

All thefe cafes happened fince the intro- 
duction and firft chapter was wrote ; andhavd 
confirmed my opinion, that it is better*, 

both 
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both on account of the fttbjje#: and tfab t4pu^ 
ration of the practice, to defer inotutating 
children till they are about two years old. 

It feems not improper likewife to mention 
he following cafe ; which, if the whole 
riith is not related, may poflibly affbrd mat* 
tr of caJyil agaiftft inoCulatiob. 

A fhort, th|ck-fet, middle-aged mail wa£ 
:ised With tjie ufual fymptomfc on the 
ghth day after inoculation. The erup- 
on was favourable, the crop moderate, the 
iftules large and diftindt, and no peculiar 
re was either required or obferved. The 
ck maturated in feven days ; after which 
took two purges, and had fixed the day 
• his return to London. 

Two days before his intended journey I 
nd him in the morning fitting by the fire, 
h his hand upon his head ; upon enquir- 

the reafon, he anfwered, my head feels 
r queer to-day : a perfon in company 
sd, that he had made too free with mut- 

the day before; but this he denied, 
lid not however feem much indifpofed ;

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he had taken a purge, and I expe&ed he 
would be relieved by its operation. 



Next morning he told qie he hid a good 
night's fleep; and was perfectly well ; never* 
thelefs two hours after he fell down fadden- 
1y in a fit, and fenfelefs. In this condition 
I found him about fix in the evening, aaA 
fo he continued till the night of the follow- 
ing day, when he expired, perfe£Uy apoplec- 
tic, in fpite of every means we could attempt 
for his relief.

CASE XXIIL 

ONE morning about ten I was defired to 
vifit a poor man in a fever* Two days' 
before, in the evening* he fwwL been feized 
with a fhivering fit, which was then fuppofed 
to be the ague; he foon grew extremely hot, 
with pain in his head, back; and loins, which 
continued till I faw him, the 24th O&ober; 
he had kept his bed, had fcarce any fleep, 
his heat great, pulfe ftrong and quick, and 
the pain in his loins very feyere. This man 
had applied to me to be inoculated a little 
before he was taken ill, on account of the 
finall-pox being very much in his neigh- 
bourhood; but he had not as yet taken any 
preparatory fteps. I made no doubt but he 
was now attacked with this difeafe, and from 
the feverity of the fymptoms expected it 
would prove of the confluent kind. As he 
lived near me, and I could eafily attend to 
every circumftance, J determined to try 
T a how 
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how far the cooling method might be ta* 
ficial in treating the natural pox. 

I found it very difficult to perfaadeta 
to rife out of bed, as he thought himfcl 
utterly unable to fupport himlelf, notwitb 
/landing he was on other occafions a refota 
man. Alluring him however that I wool 
not attend him urrfefs he would comply,! 
promifed to ufe htekitmoft endeavours. 1U 
Him to put this advice in practice, ando: 
dered him to a carpenter's yard about 01 
hundred yard6 dSftance, where I promifeJ 1 
xtleet him, . J • 

Iii about a quarter of an hour I found 
had reached the place of appointment, by ti 
affiftarice of a neighbour, and was fitting 
a bench, complaining of great weaknefs,* 
pain in his loins ; which he defcribed, 
faying he felt as if he was cutting in w 
but allowed that his head was ealier fines 
had been in the air. Finding that be S 
had a ftool the preceding day, but nonefc 
I gave him a pill, containing about fap 
of calom. and f gr. of emct. tartar, imc'

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atety; and as he complained of great thirft, 
I permitted him to drink half a pint of cold 
water after it. I advifed him not to lit, buff 
to endeavour to walk about a little, though 
everfo flowly; this he attempted, but went 
almoft double. • At this time the weather 
was not very cold, but there was a pretty 
brftk wind, with fmall rain. 

About a quarter of an hour after I &w him 
again ; he had refolutely perfifted in follow- 
ing my diredtions, and faid his head was 
greatly relieved, but the pain in his back and 
oins was much the fame. His pulfe was 
low much altered; inftead of being full 
tnd ifrong as before, it was low, but quick, 
tnd the heat on the fkin greatly abated. 

fie feemed much fatigued, I did not in- 
E/fc on his keeping abroad longer, but per-* 
fitted him to go home, defiring him to re- 
-efh himfelf, but not to pull off his cloaths, 
r*go into bed. 

At two o'clock Ifaw him again; his pill 
ad then worked twice; he feemed fatigued 
id faint, but was abroad, for he faid the air 
irefhed him, and his head was eafier in the 

air, 
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air than witjjin, fo that as &on as he ifas 
a little refted he came out by choice. The 
pain in his loins ftill remained very grievous, 
but his head was much eafier ; and his back 
aiid loins became lefs painful towards even-, 
ing. I allowed him to go tQ bed about fo- 
vea ; bot being delirous of obfervingt^e full 
effeft of this kind of treatment, I ordered 
medicine. 

25th. Had but little reft, and his com- 
plaints nearly the fame as when he went 
to bed. His pulfe was, now raifed, and 
more full than in the evening, and the 
degree of heat greater than oyer night. 
A few fmall puftules were now begin- 
ning to fhew themfelves on his face j I 
directed a purging draught of infufion of 
fena and manna, quickened with jalap*, 
advifed him to get out of bed, and venture 
again into the air. This he did : by two 
o'clock the purge had worked thrice, and 
he was freer from the pain in his back and 
loins : more puftules now appeared in the 
face, but fcarce any on the limbs. He had 
hitherto taken nothing'fince his firft feizure, 
but tea with milk, fage and baum tea,

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IcMttking all other nouriftimcnti He per- 
fiftcd in keeping but the greateft part of the 
afternoon ; and at feven went to bed, when I 
found the pulfe more calm and regular, and 
as his complaints were lefs violent, he began 
to think of nourifhment. 

26th. I faw him at feven in the morn- 
ing; he had flept but little, had one purg- 
ing ftool in the night, and felt himfelf low 
ind languid ; his pulfe was now even, full, 
md regular, and his heat moderate. Many 
nore puftules were out in the face, though 
>ut few on the limbs, and his complaints 
>f pain in the head and back went off. 
le took milk pottage with fome appe- 
ite, and: fpent the greateft part of the day 
broad. 

At three in the afternoon^ faw him, and 
as told, that lying down in the bed he 
id fallen afleep, and waked almoft choak- 
l with blood ; that he had vomited up a 
mfiderabje quantity, which doubtlefs had 
en fwallowed, as he was found bleeding 
tJie nofe. From what I could learn, the 
iple fparcely exceeded fix or eight ounces.

A young woman who was fervant in a 
houfe where a child had the fmall-pox iiv 
the natural way, determined to ftay there 
ind take her chance. 

December 25 th, 1 765, 1 wa k s d.eiired to fee 
er. She had been taken with a cold fit tha 
receding aftern oon %i wh j ch was fucceed.ed by 
fever, and the ufual fymptoms attending; 
e eruption, but inafevece manner. \ found 1 
x in bed, making great complaints of pain 
herhead, back, and loins ; herpulfeftrong,. 
ick, and full ; a flufhing red colour in 
: /ace, an4 the feyer very high. 

/Vith much difficulty I prevailed upon 
to get up ; ordered her to drink fome 
! water, andgo.abroad intotheair, though * 
as a very frofty morning, with fleet At 
>'clock I called again, arid foui^d her then 
w flairs walking about. The heat was 
1 abated, fyer . complexion pale, the 
fmall and quick, and all her com- 
:s confiderably abated. 
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The account I received from her, and the 
perfons who attended her, was, that upon firft 
going into the air, (he was fo feeble, that the 
ijurfe, and another toalfift, could fcarce fup- 
port her, and it was with much difficulty 
that (he could walk with this afliftance; that 
flie drank % glafs of cold water from the 
pump, and before flie had been abroad many 
minutes found herfelf much eafier, and had 
remained foever fince. It now rained pretty 
hard, which had obliged her to come in; but 
fhefaidjf her complaints returned, /he would 
certainly go out again, be the weather ever fo 
bad, andin this refolution I encouraged her. 

Onthe26th, aboutelevenin the morning, 
I yifitpd her agajn, fpund flie had paflecj a 
pretty good night, and had felt no remark- 
able uneafinefs ; (he had been abroad feveral 
times the preceding day, to which flie im- 
puted the eafe /he enjoyed. X wo puftules of 
g. diftindt kind were now out on the face, 
and flie had the difeafe in a very favourable 
manner, without the leaft bad fymptom 
during the progrefs ? or any ill confequencq 
afterwards,

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Case xxv. 

Jan. 3d, 1766;] A healthy young mari- 
nas ibociilated in company with four of his 
neighbours. On the fixth, prefuming that 
nbhcof them would be ill, I went to Lori- 
donon bufinefs. Returning on the 7th in the 
afternoon, I was met by a fervant, who irt- 
forrtied me that this man had been taken ill 
on the 5th, in the afternoon, had continued 
Very bad ever fince, and now had fomething 
broke out, which was fufpedted to be the 
fmall-pox, and that I wasdefired to vifit him 
immediately : this I complied With, and 
found him in bed, complaining much of pain 
in his head, back, and loins, with great heat. 
Some fttiall puftules were out in his face, 
which I perceived to be fmall-pox ; this was 
at live in the evening, and much about 
forty-eight hours from the firft feizure. 

The Weather was at this time exceeding 
cold, and it froze very hard. I ordefed 
him out of bed immediately, to drink a 
glafs of cold water, and to get lome affift- 
ance, and walk abroad in the air. tlpon in- 
quiry I found he had pailcd without a ftool

the whole day. Five grains of calomel in 
a pill were 4>rcteFed to be taken immedi- 
ately. He relied but little this night, and 
next morning a great many more puftules 
were out in the faoe, Efficient to fhew a 
difpofition to flux. As this pill produced 
no manifeft effedt, I ordered fal. glatib. i 
3vi. diflblved in water grud to be token 
immediately. The vehemence df the fever 
and other fymptoms were fcarce moderated 
by this eruption. 

Notwithftanding the medicine and the 
feverity of the weather, I defired he 
would get on his cloaths, and go into the \ 
air as much as he could poflibly bear, and j 
in the evening ordered him to be carried in 
a chaife to the houfe provided for him in 
cafe he bad been ill from inoculation. I 
examined the incifions carefully, but* there 
were not the leaft figns of the infection 
having fucceeded, either by difcolouration, 
hardnefs, or any alteration on the fkki, 
nor could he recoiled that they had kched 
or given him the leaft uneafinefs.

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tn the 'evening he came to fhe houfe a!s 
ordered, bat was fo very feeble and full df 
-cdmplairtts, thsltlt was with great difficulty 
4ie was got to 'his roorii. Upon enquiry -1 
v £ound ht had vomited up the falts foon after

he had complied with my orders about get- 
ting into the air feveral times in the day, 
* -though with great difficulty* His com- 
plairits-of thirft, pain in the head and back 
Ivere at this time very great. I direfted hirti 
to fit with his feet in warm water for a 
* fhtttt time, and, on going into bed, to take 
a few fpoorifiils of a -laxative mixture, 
l Which was to be repeated till he had ftools. 

He hadheen delirious in the night, 
but refted a little towards morning ; the 
number of puftules was now confiderably in- 
creased. This day he had three ftools from 
his purging Uiifcture, by 'which l he was re- 
: 'lieved, antl b6re lining up better. 

loth. Hepafled the night eafy, but with- 
out fleep. He was very full in the face, 
-but had a fmaller number on the body and 

limbs. 
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fluent. I judged from the violence of the 
fymptoms the difeafe would be dangerous, 
and the event doubtful, and was therefore 
defirous of trying how far the fame method 
and remedies which wereufed fo foccefsfully 
in the inoculated fmall-pox, as well as in fome 
cafes of the natural difeafe, would avail in 
this. The neceflity of removing the patient 
afforded me a good opportunity, without 
any imputation of raflinefs, I therefore pro- 
poled her being taken down flairs into a 
parlour under the room where me then lay, 
while I was prefent, and ready to affift if the 
fatigue mould be too much for her j this 
was contented to; the women affifted in 
netting her cloaths on, which flie feeroed 
much pleafed with, being then delirious. 
She was altogether unable to ftand, and was 
therefore brought down by three perfons in 
the fame manner as if flie had been dead. 
She was then placed in a chair, b.ut had not 
even ftrength to hold herfelf upright, but 
was fupported in that pofture by the wo- 
men about her. 

The fatigue of moving, and change of 
pofture. occafioned a faintnefs, in which (he 
V . loft 
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loft all colour, and the puftules for a time 
dlfappeared ; upon this, the chair was lean- 
ed quite back, the bed was brought down, 
and laid on the floor, flie was placed on it 
With her cloaths on, and eagerly drank a 
glafs of cold water, Eter colour foon return- 
ed i the puftules appeared as before ; but (he 
was corifiderably cooled, and her pulfe, tho' 
it retained the qyucknefs, was not near fo 
ftrong 2 I ftaid with her about half an hour, 
during which time fhe was more fenfible, 
not fo reftlefs, but feemed languid and 
tifed. I ordered the window tcf be opened, 
the room td be keipt cool, and gave het* 
three gfaifts of calomel, tirt. emet. gr. f > 
in a pill; and directed i purging draught to 
be taken as foon as it could be procured, 
and as there feemed no occafioft for the 
blifter, it was taken off, 

I law 1 het next morning at 4 h&ufe fa 
which (he had been removed at a fmall dif- 
tance, and found her almoft free from 
complaints; fhe had refted moderately well, 
was . perfe&ly fenfible* Thofe about hef 
dated her amendment from the time when 
the purge (which had. procured three 
ftools) began to operate. 



She was however extremely full all^ver, 
of a very fmall confluent kind $ yet thefe 
inflamed and maturated in a very favour- 
able manner. From the minuteft obfcr- 
vation I could make, it feemed to me that 
by this management the number in the 
face was lefs than when I firft faw her, 
confequently that fome puftules were rc- 

prefled after they had appeared.

CASE XXVIL 

In the beginning of June 1766, a young 
woman was taken with a fhiyering fit, fuc- 
ceeded by a fever, and the iymptoms that t 
ulbally precede the fmall -pox, in a very 
violen t degree ; thefe were attended with fuch 
general weaknefs, thatin afewhours after thci 
feizure (he was obliged to go to bed, wheje 
fhe foon became delirious, and afterwards 
infenfible, her urine paffing involuntarily; in 
this condition I firft faw her about forty hours 
after flbe.was taken ill. The heat was ex- 
ceffive, her pulfe extremely quick, but not 
ftrong, and a few fmall eruptions appeared on 
the face, fufficient to afcertain thediftemper. 
Upon raifmg her up (he did not make.the 

leait 
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effort to fupport herfelf, and therefore 
was permitted to lie down ? and as the 
room was fmall the window was fet ope;n. 
Pive grs. of calomel were with great diffi- 
culty got down, and an infufion of fena 
with manna being prepared, the perfon at- 
tending was defired to give a little and often, 
till fhe had a ftool. 

It was very improper that flie fhould re- 
main in the houfc where (he was, on ac- 
count of the family; yet there was no 
poflibility of moving her in her .prefect 
condition* Next morning I was informed 
flie had remained in the fame ftupid way 
the whole night, but was now rather, bet- 
ter, and had (poke more fenlibly, had two 
ftools, and vomited up fome bilious mat- 
ter. Tfhe heat was ftill great, the puljfe 
quick, and many fmall^ confluent puftule§ 
were put in the face ^nd other parts ; this 
was the third day of h^r illnefs. L ad-? 
vifed her being gtpt out , of bed, and. th$ 
windows to be kept open; but wa$ in 
doubt whether (he hac( ftrength enough to 
be taken into the open air.

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In the evening the eruption was increafcd 
confiderabty in number ; and (he was fo 
much eafed of her complain ts f as to bear 
being removed in a cjut to a houfe in the 
neighbourhood, where I gave her calomel 
three grains, emetic tartar oqe eighth pf ft 
grain. 

She had fome reft this night, but the fe- 
ver continued; and not having had any 
more ftools, fhe was ordered to take 9 
laxative potion of inf. of fena and manna. , 
She had three ftools before evening, and j 
all her complaints abated. She was very j 
full all over of a very confluent kind. 

This young woman fat up the greateft 
part of feverai days after {he was quite? 
blind, by her own choice ; antf I do not 
recolledt ever feeing one with fo large a 
crop of puftules who went through the 
difeafe fo eafily ; for fhe made no complaint 
hut of forenefs, nor took any niedicipe but 
a few drops of thebaic tincture at bec|- 
fime, towards the crilis f

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CASE XXVIII. 

A poor man about 35 years of age, who 
had gone through the preparatory courfe, 
came to my houfe in company with fevend 
more, in order to be inoculated. As fbon 
as he came into the room, I perceived he 
was ill; and on enquiring he told me, that 
about two hours before he had been taken 
with a fit of the ague; and that his head, 
back, and loins were in great pain. Feel- 
ing his pulfe, I found a good deal of fever, 
his fkin was alfo very hot, I knew the 
fmall-pox was in his neighbourhood ; and 
thence concluded he was feized with this 
diftemper. I advifed him to keep abroad 
in the air as much as poffible, and directed 
9. pill of the kind already mentioned at 
night, and a purging draught the following 
morning. 

Thefe operated four or five times, and he 
perfifted in obeying my orders; the fever 
and other cpmplaints were not fo high as 
to give any great alarm ; he had a pretty 
Jarge number of a diftind pock, and went 
through the diftemper very well.

I then took my 
leave, ordering a purging draught to be ta- 
ken as foon as he received it, which I con- 
cluded would be at leaft three or four 
hours from that time. 

Next morning, on vifiting him, I was told 
that the purge had operated four times, that 
he found himfelf confiderably relieved, both 
in his head and back, and had reded bet- 
ter than any time fince he had beeii taken ill. 
The eruption proceeded flowly ; but many 
more puftules now appeared in his face, and 
other parts, than before; he kept abroad, and 

his 
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his complaints continued wearing off. Next 
morning I found him quite eafy ; he wad 
pretty full of a diftindt pock, and from this 
time all went on well, without having 
occafion to take any more medicines.
